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GIBBONS LEAVES 
HURRIEDLY FOR 
OMAHA MEETING 
UFTEAMSTERS 


‘Leaders Apparently 
Called on Short No- 
tice Following High- 
Level Policy Confer- 


ence Here. 


Harold J. Gibbons, head of 
the Teamsters union here, left 
St. Louis hurriedly last night 
for a meeting today of Team- 
sters union leaders in Omaha, 
following a high-level, policy 
conference of union officers 
here Friday. 


Gibbons said he planned to 
return here tomorrow before 
going to Washington Tuesday, 
when Teamsters Union Presi- 
dent Dave Beck is to be ques- 
tioned by the Senate rackets in- 
vestigating committee. 

Gibbons termed the Omaha 
conference “just a Teamster 
meeting” and declined to say 
whet will be discussed. How- 
ever, the Post-Dispatch was told 
that the meeting there appar- 
ently had been called on short 
notice. 

Two accused vice presidents 
of the union, James R. Hoffa 
and Frank W. Brewster, made 
quick trips here for a discus- 
sion of the union’s future with 
Gibbons and other leaders Fri- 
day. 

Backing for Hoffa, Brewster. 

Hoffa and Brewster, both of 
whom pleaded their cases here 
at the meeting of the policy 
committee of the National 
Warehouse Division of the 
Teamsters’ Union, received 
strong assurances of support. 
The division represents about 
450,000 Teamster members. 

Hoffa is under indictment for 
allegedly paying an attorney to 
get a job with the Senate com- 
mittee headed by Senator John 
L. McClellan (Dem.), Arkansas, 
so that the lawyer could snow 
Hoffa documents from the com- 
mittee files. 

Brewster, chairman of the 11- 
state Western Conference 


mittee’s questions. 

Gibbons, chairman of Team- 
sters Joint Council 13 here, act- 
ing director of the warehouse 
division and secretary-treasurer 
of the Central Conference, is 
the candidate of some Team- 
sters leaders for a more impor- 
tant post in the union should 
Beck or Hoffa be forced to re- 
sign. 

Clese Watch on Inquiry. 

The St. Louis union leader is 
known to be keeping a very 
close watch on the current 
Senate investigation. He has an 
attorney in Washington who re- 
ports to him frequently on the 
progress of the inquiry. A copy 
of all testimony given before 
the committee is sent to Gib- 
bons as soon as it is available. 

Gibbons criticized the Senate 
inquiry, and said he was 
“gravely concerned” about its 
procedures.

‘committee that are common to 
good judicial procedure,” he 
told a r. “Congressional 
hearings are conducted loosely.” 

As a member of the ware- 
house policy committee, Gib- 
bons had joined in a statement 
in which the group Friday night 
called the Senate investigation 
of some union activities “un- 
just and deceitful.” 

The St. Louis union leader 
said he does not know that 
either Brewster or Hoffa has 
committed “any offense.” 

In a reference to testimony 
before the Senate committee 
that Brewster allegedly used 
union funds in maintaining a 
private racing stable, Gibbons 
said: “Anybody is allowed to 
own race horses.” : 

The warehouse committee's 
criticism of the current Senate 
investigation does not indicate 
that the group will refuse to co- 
operate with the McClellan 
committee, Gibbons said.

Deramus III. the consolidations 
were underway before he came 
to the railroad.”

“Consolidations are nothing 
new,” Pickett said. “We've been 
confronted with them over a 
period of time.” He said the 
purpose of his conferences with 
Winkle was to try to find jobs 
for the union members in Deni- 
son, Tex., or wherever jobs are 
available.

Manager’s Complaint. 

Gregory J. Nooney, manager 
of the two buildings, said no 
extensive remodeling or face- 
lifting that might increase the 
value of the buildings has been 
done in recent years and yet 
the value for tax purposes has 
risen. 

“At a time when downtown 
St. Louis is facing a continued 
loss of business, increased as- 
sessments like this are drying 
up equity values to a point that 
investors will not risk their 
money in new buildings or pro- 
vide the capital’ to modernize 
old ones,” he said. 

Nooney said the exodus of 
such firms as Monsanto Chemi- 
cal Co., Brown Shoe Co. and 
Shell Oil Co. to the suburbs 
is an evolving pattern of the 
city. He said that land suit- 
able for office buildings in 
Clayton can be developed for 
as little as $4 to $8 a square 
foot, while the ground under 
the Railway Exchange Building 
is valued at $65 a square foot.

Taken together, the accords 
represent a strengthening of 
the British- American partner- 
ship damaged last fall by Brit- 
ain’s armed intervention in 
Egypt. ; 

The 11 points of the accord 
are said to be listed in a com- 
muniqa@® which will be issued 
early tomorrow. 

The agreements are reported 
to range from European issues, 
through the Middle East crisis 
to Far Eastern affairs.

Official spokesmen for Ameri- 
can and British delegations re- 
peated today that the President 
and Prime Minister have 
achieved a “gratifying measure 
of agreement” on how to strive 
to ease Middle East tension. 

Informants said Macmillan 
informally urged Mr. Eisen- 
hower to recognize limitations 
of the United Nations as an ef- 
fective instrument for settling 
major disputes. 

They said the Prime Minister 
believes vital interests of the 
West are vulnerable if too much 
reliance is placed on the peace- 
making and peace-keeping capa- 
bilities of the U.N. 

The President's reaction was 
not disclosed. But in general, 
the informants said, he made 
clear in discussion of the Mid- 
die East that he intends to con- 
tinue complete support of U.N. 
Secretary General Dag Ham- 
marskjold’s conciliation efforts. 

Macmillan was said to have 
accepted that position but to 
have asserted it might be harm- 
ful in the long run if the allies 
blind themselves to what Brit- 
ish diplomats call the irrespon- 
sibility of the Asian-African 
bloc in the U.N. Assembly. 

Improvement at U.N. 

The British hope one result 
of this Eisenhower-Macmillan 
exchange will be improved con- 
sultations between United 
States and British delegations 
at U.N. headquarters, although 
the United States has not 
wholly agreed with Britain on 
the unreliability of the Asian- 
African group. 

On conclusion of the formal 
talks, White House Press Secre- 
tary James C, Hagerty and 
British spokesman Peter Hope 
agreed at a news conference 
that the Eisenhower-Macmillan 
negotiations have been “gen- 
erally satisfactory” over-all.

The Brookings Institution, a

ALBERT W, JOHNSON DIES, 
CONTROVERSIAL U.S. JUDGE 


LEWISBURG, Pa., March 23 
(AP)—Albert W. Johnson, a 
United States district judge in 
Pennsylvania for 20 years until 
he became involved in a widely- 
publicized fee-splitting scandal, 
died yesterday. He was 84 
years old. 

Judge Johnson was stricken 
near his home here and died 
soon thereafter in a hospital. 

His judicial conduct while on 

fhe federal bench was the sub- 
ject in 1945 of an inquiry by a 
House subcommittee on the ju- 
diciary. He resigned, sub- 
sequently was indicted by a fed- 
eral grand jury for conspiracy 
to obstruct justice and defraud 
the Government, and in 1947 
was acquitted. Three of his 
sons were tried with him. 
. Government witnesses, testi- 
fying in. the same courtroom 
where he had often presided, 
said the jurist had split fees in 
@ases of receiverships, bank- 
ruptcies and reorganizations. 

Before his trial at the age of 
74, Johnson had served more 
than 30 years as a state and 
federal judge.

In X-raying tuberculin 
test reactors, their adult con- 
tacts and school staff members 
a total of 82 persons were 
found whose films indicated 
possible tuberculosis and 92 
who had other chest disorders. 

The mobile unit made checks 
for tuberculosis at 210 loca- 
tions in the city and county, 
including factories, schools and 
neighborhood shopping centers.

CHICAGO, March 23—Trial 
of Haskell R. Kellems of Salem, 
Ind., for the murder of Malcolm 
Lee Beggs, stage and motion 
picture actor, will begin Mon- 
day in criminal court here. 

Kellems, 18 years old, and 
Melvin Manes of St. Louis, 17, 


were charged with beating and 
choking the 49-year-old actor 
to death in Beggs’s apartment 
here Dec. 10. 

Manes was found guilty of 
murder Saturday and the jury 
set his sentence at 14 years in 
prison. The court delayed for- 
mal sentencing pending a hear- 
ing on a motion for a new trial 
April 17. 

Police said Kellems_ told 
them he and Manes had gone 
to Beggs’s apartment to rob 
him. Manes testified that he 
went to the apartment because 
Beggs offered him a job. He 
testified he held Beggs by the 
neck and Kellums hit the actor 
on the head with a whiskey 
bottle. 

It was the contention of 
Manes’s attorney, Mark Hen- 
nelly of St. Louis, that the 
death of Beggs occurred when 
Manes resisted the actor's ad- 
vances.

Who Will Cut It--Congress or the Administration? 


Really Big Reductions Would Come Out of Security, 
Veterans’ Benefits and Farm Program — Neither 
Congress Nor Administration Is Likely to Reduce 

_ Budget Substantially, Though Protest Is Loud.

WASHHINGTON, March 23. 


ID-MARCH is the traditional time for angry protests against Govern- 


ment spending and fond hopes for tax reduction. 


This year, when 


President Eisenhower has presented the biggest peacetime budget in 
our history, the wails, mostly from disenchanted Republicans and small busi- 
ness men, are louder than the historic decibels that argued the Democratic 
administrations were spending the country into bankruptcy. 


At his last Washington press confer- 
ence Mr. Eisenhower observed that “this 
budget-making is a very complicated proc- 
ess and the larger that our nation, the 
larger that our Government grows, the 
more complicated it is.” | 

No one can deny that precise planning 
for spending an estimated $71,800,000,000 
during the fiscal year beginning July 1 is 
a complicated operation requiring detailed 
information and foresight beyond. the 
capacity of any group of officials, execu- 
tive or legislative. Yet in an oversimpli- 
fied comparison the objective of the 
federal budget-makers is as simple as that 
of any householder or business man—to 
plan on a year-to-year basis so that the 
money received at least balances outlays, 
with the hope of a surplus for payment 
on debt. :

THE CURRENT CONTROVERSY, which 
will grow noisier and probably more bitter 
during the next few months, is mainly 
over who is responsible for the necessary 
planning, the President or the Congress. 


Specifically, the Republican President | 


has challenged the Democratic Congress 
to find ways. to make substantial cuts in 
his recommendations without endangering 
the national security or rétarding the gen- 
eral welfare. The Democratic House, by 
a partisan vote, has replied in a formal 


resolution—which has no force in law— 
asking the President to point qué where 
he thinks’tie cuts should be made in his 
own proposals. . | 

Many congressional Republicans and 


high-bracket taxpayers are contending 
that the executive and legislative lead- 
ers are evading their responsibilities 
and that spending should be reduced so 
that the country could have the blessing 
of tax réduction, which is promised 
eventually in both political platforms. 

Statistically at least, it ean be demon- 
strated that the Eisenhower Administra- 
tion, in forecasting receipts of $73,600,- 
000,000, and expenditures of $71,800,000,- 
000, produced a budget surplus of $1,800,- 
000,000 that was well below the minimum 
it had set for tax reduction for next 
fiscal year. 


The way the Administration arrived at 
these figures was similar to methods used 
by a householder or business: man. On 
the basis of slightly improved business 
conditions, as measured by the national 
and personal incomes, it was calculated 
how much the existing tax rates would 
bring into the treasury. In the past, Ad- 
ministration estimates of revenues have 
been on the conservative side. 

For expenditures next year, the Admin- 
istration totaled services and programs 
for which Congress would normally ap- 
propriate money, including the rise in 
wages and materials, recommended exten- 
sion or reduction of old programs and 
added new ones. In the past, Administra- 
tion estimates of expenditures have been 
on the liberal side since Congress likes to 
make a show of cutting down many White 
House recommendations, while increasing 
others.

UNDER OUR GOVERNMENT of divided 
powers and checks and balances, fiscal 
responsibility can be evaded or shared. 
Article I of the Constitution says: 

“The Congress shall have the power to 
lay and collect taxes, duties, imposts and

of the United States... . No money can 

be drawn from the treasury but in conse- 

quence of appropriations made by law.” 
A r the responsibility of the Presi- 


States Code says: 

“The President shall transmit to Con- 
gress .. . the budget which shall set 
forth . . . estimated expenditures and 
proposed appropriations necessary in his 
judgment for the support of the Govern- 
ment.” 

Before the enactment of the Budget 
and Accounting Act of 1921, Congress 
had the main authority and responsibility 
for holding expenditures within receipts. 
Prior to World War I Federal expendi- 
tures were around $700,000,000 a year 
and the public debt was only slightly 
above $1,000,000,000. During the first 
World War expenditures quadrupled and 
shortly thereafter there was an over- 
whelming demand for a law to give the 
President authority to co-ordinate govern- 
mental spending and to reverse the trend 
of letting each department or agency get 
as much money as it could from Congress. 
The 1921 law set up the Bureau of the 
Budget and specifically authorized it to 
make studies of the organization and oper- 
ations of the executive branch and to 
report its finding to the President and the 
Congress. 

The Budget Bureau now has 439 em- 
ployes and its director is one of the most 
influential men in Government. The 
responsibility for budget, however, rests 
on the President who transmits his recom- 
mendations to Congress in the annual 
budget message .and the accompanying 
estimates which make a 1235-page docu- 
ment. 

President Eisenhower is not a student 
of the budget as were Presidents Roose- 
velt and Truman. He lacks their pre- 
presidential experience and under his 
system of staff recommendations he does 
not get down to the details as did Roose- 
velt, who served four years as Governor

In his memoirs 
Truman said: 

“The Federal budget was one of my 
more serious hobbies but it was also 
much more than that.

Congressional commit- 
tees also ask for the Budget Bureau's 
views when large sums of money are in- 
volved. Authorization of a program, how- 
ever, does not mean that money will be 
voted to start or complete it. The Budget 
Bureau says that on the basis of present 
costs more than 12 billion dollars of un- 
started work has been authorized either 
by general or specific legislation. About 
$8,000,000,000 of this includes river devel- 
opment programs. The authorizations do, 
however, set a congressional limit on how 
much may be spent.

Hitlerism in Egypt 
On returning last week from his 22-day tour 
of Africa, Vice President Nixon justifiedly 
called attention to the plight of the Arab refu- 
gees in the Middle East. “We've got to do more 


. than we have done,” said the Vice President. 


“You can't just brush the problem aside and say 
it'll go away. It's got to be dealt with.” 

Richard M. Nixon never spoke truer words. 
For some seven years the U.N. relief fund has 
been caring—if caring it can be called—for the 
unfortunate victims of the war and boundary 
changes in the old Palestinian area. Some 900,- 
000 poverty-stricken Arabs have been housed 
and fed in makeshift camps in Jordan, Syria, 
Lebanon and the Gaza strip. 

But it would be a sad mistake to assume that 
there is only one refugee problem in the Middle 
East. There are two. The other is the problem 
of the Jews who are being robbed of their pos- 
sessions and livelihood by Dictator Nasser 
in Egypt. 

When the violence in the Middle East broke 
into war and at last became an international con- 
cern, there were some 50,000 Jews in Egypt. 
Compilations by the American Jewish Con- 
gress, based on ship and airplane arrivals in 
Europe, show that of these approximately a 
third have already fled the country. 

And why have they done so? 

> > > 

Because Nasser has taken a leaf from Hitler's 
brutal book. The Egyptian tyrant has author- 
ized the military forces to sequester property 
of Jew§. Countless enterprises and other hold- 
ings have beén taken from their rightful owners 
and handed over to the Nasser dictatorship. 
These include some of the most important busi- 
nesses in the country. 

Yet this is only the start of Hitlerism in ac- 
tion in Egypt. Jews of Egypt have been delib 
erately and systematically impoverished. Jew- 
ish physicians and others in the professions have 
been denied the means of earning a living. Here 
is a further statement of the situation by the 
American Jewish Congress, in its report, “The 
Black Record”: 

Jews have been dismissed or suspended 
without compensation from posts in all pub- 
lic enterprises and services. The same fate 
has overtaken Jewish employes in the se- 
questered enterprises and businesses. Non- 
Jewish employers have been forced, often 
against their will, to dismiss Jewish em- 
ployes. The result has been that a once 
prosperous community has been reduced in 
a few weeks to the status of paupers. 

. * . 

But worse than the confiscation of property 
and the pauperization of a whole people is the 
violence that has accompanied this application 
of the Nazi rule—the violence and the seizure 
of hostages. These reprehensible acts of terror- 
ism are designed to close the mouths of those 
who escape with their lives. For when a loved 
one is seized as a hostage from a fleeing fam- 
ily, the tendency is to say as little as possible 
in the faint hope of sparing the hostage physical 
harm. 

Up to now 14,000 to 15,000 are calculated to 
have fled, usually with little more than the 
clothes on their backs. So far ships have landed 
refugees in Greece, Italy and France, while air- 
planes also have taken many victims to these 
three countries and in addition to Great Britain 
and Switzerland. But not to the United States. 

There has been a singular lack of concern in 
this country over the plight of the Egyptian 
outcasts, as contrasted with the commendable 
concern for the Hungarian refugees last fall 
and winter. Yet the whole history of the United 
States calls for asylum for a reasonable number. 

Our record for humanitarianism also requires 
this country to do much more than it has at 
the U.N. and in direct diplomacy to halt this 
brutal persecution of men, women and children. 

Here is an appropriate subject for the atten- 
tion not only of the Vice President but also of 
the President. Here is an urgent opportunity 
for the application of the principles of fairness 
and justice which President Eisenhower s0 
often eloquently defines. 


What Herman Phleger Did 

When Herman Phieger leaves the State De- 
partment on April 1 to return to the practice 
of law in San Francisco there is one Senator 
who will be mighty glad to see him go. That 
will be John W. Bricker of Ohio. 

As legal adviser to the State Department Mr. 
Phieger performed many public services but 
none more notable than to oppose tirelessly and 
intelligently the Bricker amendment in its many 
forms and versions. Mr. Phlieger knew that the 
Bricker proposal to tie President Eisenhower's 
hands in the conduct of foreign relations was 
bad business. Virtually the whole of his four 
years at the State Department he had to be on 
guard against what the Brickers, Knowlands 
and Dirksens were trying to do to the White 
House. 

The modest, quiet San Francisco lawyer did 
yeoman work in connection with many interna- 
tional conferences, including the historic sum- 
mit meeting in Geneva. But nothing he did in 
the field of international law and adjudication 
was more important than keeping the Eisen- 
hower Administration from caving in to party 
expediency on the Bricker Amendment. 
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Memo for Mr. Shanley 

Bernard M. Shanley, a member of the White 
House staff who has had flapjaw trouble before, 
cannot seem to make up his mind what he said 
about the Supreme Court scheol desegregation 
decision before a New Jersey audience. 

Reporters present heard Mr. Shanley say that 
the Supreme Court decision “has set us back 
many years.” After thinking the whole thing 
over, President Eisenhower's appointments sec- 
retary decided that what he really meant was 
that the Court decision had been all right, but 
the feelings engendered by it had caused some 
setback in race relations. 

It is not really very important what Mr. 
Shanley said or even meant. But we can tell 
him without any need for amplification and elari- 
fication what it is that has permitted the segre- 
gationists to conduct a successful defiance of 
the Supreme Court school decision in some 
states. 

The unpleasant truth is that President Eisen- 
hower and his staff, though they have done 
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the Supreme Court if they had support from 
the President. That is the unpleasant truth 
which Mr: Shanley might reflect on before he 
makes his next speech on the subject. 
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For the Teamsters, the Broom 

The first signs of rank-and-file revolt against 
Dave Beck and other top leaders of the Team- 
sters’ union have become visible. A call from 
La Salle, Ill, for the resignation of top officials. 
An indignation meeting in San Francisco. A 
proposal to stop payment of dues in Los An- 
geles. A message of support for the McClellan 
committee from Portland. In Seattle, a success- 
ful appeal to the courts for an audit. 

Since many teamsters work alone or in small 
groups, the danger of intimidation and the diffi- 
culty of communication are obvious barriers to 
the rapid spread of a protest movement. But 
the union leaders obviously expect trouble. 
Their line is that the investigation is a “smear” 
on the whole legitimate labor movement. A 
vague and unsupported charge that the inquiry 
uses “unjust and deceitful” methods came out 
of a meeting in St. Louis of James R. Hoffa, 
Frank Brewster and other leaders. 

There may be attempts to abuse the investi- 
gation and make it an “anti-labor” device. But 
that has not happened yet, and meanwhile pub- 
lic attention should not be diverted from the 
real question—which is the damaging nature 
of the testimony already given. There is nothing 
“anti-labor” about the admissions made by 
Brewster, the Beck-appointed chairman of the 
union’s Western Conference. Brewster told the 
committee that he had borrowed $88,700 of 
union funds which he has not yet repaid. He 
also admitted that he did not give the union a 
deed by way of security until after this investi- 
gation was started. 

Brewster is the dapper union official who 
owns a stock farm at which a gambler’s horses 
were trained. He has been involved in the 
passing of union funds to gamblers, racketeers 
and politicians—one of whom was opposed by 
the union in his campaign for office—but he 
has denied knowledge that the money was for 
questionable purposes. But he admitted that 
his handling of union funds “was not good.” 

Several Teamster officials—including Hoffa 
—already are under “indictment. More men 
surely will be called into the jury room since 
that is the first step toward a judicial determi- 
nation of guilt or innocence. 

Meanwhile Senator McClellan says that $709,- 
420—more or less—of union money is “lost or 
misappropriated and still unaccounted. for.” 
Dave Beck, the Teamsters’ president and bene- 
ficiary of interest-free loans from their treasury, 
will have a chance to shed some light on the 
whole matter when he appears before the com- 
mittee on Tuesday. But surely enough testimony 
already is in the record to spur all concerned to 
reach for the broom and to sweep until the last 
dark corner is clean. 
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A Matter of Metaphysics 

Honesty is the best policy. That we learned 
while still in the cradle—well, barely out of 
the cradle—and we have no inclination to 
subvert a sound first principle. And yet, as 
Pilate must have asked, what is honesty? 

The question is a hot one in Wisconsin, the 
land of milk and muskellunge. In Madison they 
want to pass a law to make pro wrestling honest 
—just like college wrestling. But a Milwaukee 
promoter insists that would be the worst of all 
possible policies. Who gets a bang out of ama- 
teur wrestling? The winner of a match, maybe. 

The man has a point. How could the great 
Milwaukee Auditorium be packed without the 
drama and the dance of the polished grunt-and- 
groaners, men who devoted years to their intri- 
cate art? They have eclipsed Nero's gladiators; 
they can arouse and satiate blood lust without 
staining the mat with so much as one bit 
of blood. 

Wisconsin legislators should think’ twice or 
they may be passing a law which would compel 
the lady on the stage to say over and over 
again: “My name is not Candida; I am Kath- 
erine Cornell.” That \sort of thing could ruin 
culture and art—espedially the wrestling art. 
Why not admit that thedishonest may be hon- 
estly enjoyed by the honest—or some of them? 
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Terror in the Caribbean 

About a year after the disappearance of Jesus 
de Galindez from the heart of New York City, 
Congressman Charles O. Porter of Oregon felt 
obliged to tell his colleagues why he had taken 
out a license to carry a gan. Between these 
events lies a drama of one of the New World's 
smallest and toughest dictatorships. 

Congressman Porter's connection with the 
Galindez case, and his relations with the little 
Dominican Republic, were not of his asking, and 
came about in this way: 

Dr. Galindez was a respected scholar and bit- 
ter enemy of the Trujillo regime in the Domini- 
can Republic. He disappeared mysteriously in 
New York last March, and months of inquiry by 
the police and FBI brought no apparent results. 
His friends believed he had been kidnaped and 
murdered before he could complete a doctoral 
dissertation damning Trujillo. The Dominican 
Government, in turn, brought out its usual Com- 
munist label for Galindez and his friends. 

This was the way things stood from March to 
December, when a young American, Gerald L. 
Murphy, vanished in the Dominican Republic. A 
month later that country produced a purported 
suicide note by a native flyer who said he had 
had an argument with Murphy and had killed 
him. This explanation wiped off the trail. 

Life magazine, however, began a remarkable 
investigation which indicated, from Murphy's 
letters home and his movements, that he might 
have been hired to fly the kidnaped Galindez 
to the Dominican Republic for assassination, and 
then may have been killed himself because he 
had learned too much. 

Congressman Porter came into this bizarre 
affair because Gerald Murphy's parents live in 
Oregon. Mr. Porter began a one-man campaign 
to induce the United States Government to make 
a full investigation. He accused the Dominican 
dictator, Rafael Trujillo, of “operating a network 
of terror” in the United States, which explained 
why Mr. Porter was sometimes carrying a gun. 

As a result, the State Department has now 
demanded that the Dominican Government “re- 
open” the case. The department's note points 
to remarkable inconsistencies in the official 
Dominican account of Murphy's death. 

The note is not quite a protest, But at least 
Washington is showing doubt about a dictatorship 
which has always had the friendship of this 
‘country. If the Murphy case is not reopened, 
the question of friendship should be. 
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Teachers Can Be Integrated, Too Verse From Germany

up against barriers; many communities are knocking down the 
bars, solving their teacher shortage without difficulty; par- 
ents and community leaders can take their own initiative.

In the midst of an increasing short- 
age of teachers, many of our most capa- 
ble college graduates trained for teach- 
ing are having a hard time finding a 
job. 


This is particularly true of Negroes, 
but it is also true to some degree for 
men and women of Oriental background 
and of the Jewish faith, and to. a lesser 
degree for those of Cathelic background 
and those with physical handicaps. 


With little fanfare many communi- 
ties in almost all sections of the coun- 
try have tapped — 
this source of teach- 
ers. Where it has 
been tried, school 
administrators and 
parents agree that 
it has been a rich 
experience for ev- 
eryone. 

The writer did 
not find a single 
school district 
where the racial 
question’ presented 
difficulties once the 
teacher was em- 


ployed. Paul Simon 
Eunice Sagara has 

taught in two small communities in 

Montana. She writes: 


“Being a total stranger and one of 
Japanese ancestry, I did feel insecure 
at the prospect confronting me. From 
the moment ‘of arrival to the time of 
departure, there wasn't any indication 
of resentment or hostility. My fear 
vanished completely after a few days. 


“The Spirit of Brotherhood” 


“Orientals in Montana are scarce, 
and at first curious glances beset me, 
the adults covertly watching and the 
children, in their frank manner, openly 
staring. . . . People accepted me so 
wholeheartedly I felt. no different from 
anyone and I even began to think I 
didn’t look any different; a glimpse in 
the mirror would jolt me, 

“The people of Philipsburg and Lau- 
rel certainly me he 4 Nap 
Experiences § as these have forti- 
fied my faith in mankind and the spirit 
of brotherhood.” 

Fred Holt, su tendent of schools 
at West Bend, Wis., writes: “We hired 
a Hawaiian girl of Oriental background. 
I believe the novelty of having a person 
who is a bit different on the staff cre- 
ated a great interest in the children and 
correspondingly better results.” 


A housewife in a largely white New 
York community writes: 

“About three years ago a group of us 
met who felt that the absence of Ne- 
groes in the teaching profession locally 
represented discrimination. The first 
‘thing we discovered was that few Negro 
teachers ever applied to either of our 
local school districts, despite the fact 
that there is a sizable Negro group in 
the town. One

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people’s imagination than anywhere 
else.” 

Many colleges in all parts of the na- 
tion report no difficulty in placing Ne- 
gro teachers. The college level is the 
brightest spot in the over-all picture. 

However, the general pattern of 
teacher employment practices is not a 
pleasant one. 

As a member of the education com- 
mittee of the Illinois House of Repre- 
sentatives I have become acutely aware 
that parents, community leaders and 
school board members can open in- 
creasing opportunities to members of 
minority groups and encourage more 
of them to study to be teachers. 


Difficulty in Finding Jobs 


The co-chairman of the Midwest Re- 
gional Committee on Discrimination in 
Higher Education, Charles E. Howell of 
Northern Illinois State College, writes: 

“In general, it has been true that 
even in those school systems in which 
integration of the student body has 
progressed, integration of the teaching 
staff has either not developed at all or 
has lagged very appreciably behind.” 

Of 55 Negro students from Illinols 
State Normal University who entered 
the educational field during the last 
six years, all but six were employed in 
the Chicago or the Kansas City area. 
The university director of placements 
writes that it is “almost impossible to 
find jobs for them” outside these two 
areas. Of the six employed elsewhere, 


-five went into segregated school sys- 


tems and one into an integrated school 
which was largely Negro. 

Many of the Negro teacher graduates 
from northern schools are forced to 
take low-salary positions in the South, 
where social conditions make them feel 
uncomfortable. 

“This has meant defeat for me,” 
writes one teacher who went to a South- 
ern state. 

“One of our very fine Negro music 
teachers had to go to Mississippi in 
order to secure employment,” writes 
the teacher placement office of Wash- 
ington University, St. Louis. 

Illinois, along with the rest of the 
nation, has a serious shortage of science 
teachers. Yet a Negro science teacher 
with a master’s degree from the Unl- 
versity of Illinois was unable to secure 
a position in that state and finally ac- 
cepted a position in the South. 

That picture will become brighter 
as more communities find neighboring 
school districts integrating their facul- 
ties without difficulty.

N THE United States it is hard to understand why it is so |

difficult to find a satisfatcory solution to the Arab-Israeli 
conflict. We cannot understand why men of goodwill cannot 


sit down together, analyze a 
proposals. 


But no good-will exists be+ 
tween the Arabs and the Israeli. 
Instead there is fear, suspicion 
and hatred. Furthermore Presi- 
dent Gamel Abdel Nasser of 
Egypt, if he were to make any 
sort of settlement with Israel 
that we would consider equit- 
able, would lose the cause by 
which he promotes himself as 
the leader of Arab nationalism, 
a cause that he also uses to 
keep Egyptians content with his 
leadership even though they 
are hungrier and hungrier. 


He feeds them on freedom 
from western colonialism and 
hatred of Israel in lieu of the 
bread he cannot supply. 


The writer was in Egypt a 
month ago and found there a 
sense of foreboding and a per- 
vading unhappiness and fear. 
The shameful defeat of the 
Egyptian army by Israel in four 
days was just beginning to be 
realized by the people, whereas 
as first they had accepted Nas- 
ser’s statement that he had 
ordered them withdrawn from 
the Sinai peninsula to defend 
the Suez canal against the Brit- 
ish and French invasion. 


Truth Begins to Dawn. 


The complete stoppage of 
tourists, of trade between Egypt 
and much of the West, the se- 
questration of Egyptian funds 
in Great Britain, France and 
the United States and the clos- 
ing of the canal had brought 
about what would be called an 
economic crisis anywhere ex- 
cept in a totalitarian state. 

The Egyptians knew they 
were suffering but hardly knew 
why. That many had lost their 
faith in Nasser was evident 
from the fact that when his pic- 
ture was put on the screen in 


cinema it was not applauded, | »; 


in contrast to the demonstra- 
tions it aroused last August. 


In a situation such as this, 
Nasser, whose power is threat- 
ened by right wing and left 
wing army cliques and a Sov- 
iet-dominated air force group, 
must do something sensational 
to regain his popularity with 
the crowd. He is most danger- 
ous and unpredictable when 
cornered. 


The only solution the Arabs 
will admit as satisfactory with 
regard to Israel, is its elimina- 
tion. They realize that this has 
become impossible, but main+ 
tain the pretense that it will 
be accomplished eventually. 
They remember that the Chris- 
tian state in Palestine estab- 
lished during the Crusades did 
not last long. Today, in pri- 
vate, the Arabs say: “Leave 
Israel to us. We shall take 
care of it.” 


The ultimate destruction of 
Israel is the excuse for the 
blockade of Israeli shipping 
through the Suez canal and 
through the Strait of Tiran into 
the Golf of Aqaba and for the 
terrorist raids into Israel. 


In Cairo the official radio, 
voice of the Arabs, last April 
proclaimed: “Israel, wéep to 
your heart’s content. Fear for 
your future night and day, and 
watch out for death at any time. 
The fedayeen (terrorist raid- 
ers) are with you everywhere. 
. . . Repent in the land which 
will be your graves.” 

U.S. Envoy’s Warning. 

Henry A. Byroade, former 
ambassador to Egypt, when as- 
sistant secretary of state for 
Near Eastern, South Asian and 
African affairs, in an address 
gave some unwelcome advice 
to the Arabs which they did not 
take. 


“To the Arabs,” he declared, 
“I shall say you should accept 
this state of Israel as an ac- 
complished fact. I say further 
that you are deliberately at- 
tempting to maintain a state of 


problem and make acceptable 


when it withdrew from the 
Gaza strip—and approved as a 
hope and expectation by the 
United States, Britain and 
France—Egypt promptly sent 
in a major general, a few civil 
officials and 50 military police 
to take over civil government 
from the U.N. after Israel's 
army withdrew. 

At this time Nasser said 
Egypt had no intention “at 
present” of sending Egyptian 
military forces into Gaza. In 
effect, this was stating that 
Egypt has a right to do so. Any 
excuse will do, riots in the 
strip, or alleged Israeli incur- 
sions. Already there are bor- 
der troubles. But Nasser will 
need to await two things: a 
suitable occasion as an excuse, 
probably a mob demonstration 
organized by Egyptian agents, 
and the reorganization of his 
army. 

Israel has so far refused to 
allow the United Nations 
Emergency Force to operate on 
its side of the border. Israel 
claims that its farms extend 
right to the border and that 
stationing U.N. troops along it 
is not feasible. Israel also has 
occupied the El Auja triangle 
on the Sinai border which was 
demilitarized by the armistice 
agreement of 1949. Israel now 
claims that it will no longer 
abide by the armistice agree- 
ment. This will be another ex- 
cuse for Nasser to resume an- 
ti-Israel action. 


Gulf of Aqaba Dispute.

This ap- 
plies to straits. entering such a 
gulf. Paragraph 4, Article 17, 
report of the International Law 
Commission on Law of the Sea, 
eighth session, 1956, states: 
“There must be no suspension 
of innocent passage of foreign 
ships through straits normally 
used between two parts of the 
high seas.” 


Egypt and Saudi Arabia now 
claim that territorial waters ex- 
tend six miles to sea but this 
definition still leaves the Gulf 
of Aqaba international waters.

THERE IMMEDIATE FUTURE 
of the United States may not be a 
tranquil period for the people of this 
country but very few will suffer from 
boredom if Peter Drucker is correct in 
his preview of things to come. Drucker’s 
prophecies are contained in a short book 
called “America’s Next Twenty Years.” 
He considers such matters as population 
growth, the intensifying challenge to the 
facilities and methods of our edubational 
institutions, the effects of automation 
and the changes in our relationship-to 
other nations that our increased produc- 
tion will undoubtedly demand 


Hie conclusions, on the whole, are 
optimistic. Assuming, as he does, that 
atomic war can be averted, he foresees 
an accelerated approach to a higher 
standard of living by the great body of 
our people. And while he says little or 
nothing about an improvement in the 
qualitative tone of life. one may infer 
that greater leisure and greater facili- 
ties will provide, at the least, an un- 
precedented cultural opportunity. 


MR. DRUCKER assumes the role 
of prophet with confidence and with few 
reservations because, as he says, the 
events foreseen are already in process. 
He takes it for granted that the popu- 
lation of the United States will increase 
by 40 million within less than 20 years, 
a figure that is reached by examining 
present trends and by making allowance 
for temporary periods when the birth 
vate will drop as low as in the thfrties. 
At the same time the “working popula- 
tion” consisting of those between the 
ages of 20 and 65 “will grow very 
slowly, if at all.” 


The reason for this is that the largest 
percentage increase will take place in 
the age groups under 20 and above 65. 
When allowance is made for the fact 
that an increased number of Americans 
over 20 will still be in the colleges, he 
concludes that a continuing feature of 
the next two decades will probably be 
a labor shortage. 

This phenomenon will bring its own 
dangers, but they will not be unem- 
ployment. What the American people 
should fear and take precautions to 
avert in this period is the danger of

inflation that will naturally result from 
a steadily increasing buying power. 
The only effective way to control 
long-range inflationary pressufes is 
through increased productivity. But in- 
creased production will make us more 
and more dependent upon foreign 
nations for commodities and raw ma- 
terials that we do not produce. The 
logic of such a. situation demands a 
freer trade relationship with the rest of 
the world and hence a radical revision

THIS BOOK is a product of the 
Fund for the Republic’s survey of the 
nature of American Communism and its 
influence on American life. It is the 
first of a series being prepared under 
the direction of Professor Clinton 
Rossiter of Cornell. Former Ambassador 
George Kennan has praised it as “an 
outstanding contribution to knowledge 
and understanding of the Communist 
movement in this country.” It is a very 
detailed history, concentrating on the 
period from 1917 to 1922. 

Although Mr. Draper is a former 
Communist, he seems to have written 
a fair, objective account. But ex-Commu- 
nists, like Communists and certain young 
non-Communist historians, are likely to 
make one major historical mistake. 
Expressly or implicitly, they grossly ex- 
aggerate the importance of Marxist 
thought and Communist activity ‘other 
than Soviet espionage) in America. 
MARXISM has never attracted many 
Americans, not even many “intellec- 
tuals”; and the Communist party, even 
during the depression, never amounted 
to a hill of beans. Communist influence 
in certain labor unions has had political 
and economic effects at times—witness 


Hero With Handicaps : 


THE LION AND THE THRONE: THE

Mrs. Bowen's earlier biography of Jus- 

tiee Holmes, “Yankee From Olympus,” 

that may be because for “writing history 
like fiction” Coke has handicaps. His 
marital life was not very edifying. He 
made no contribution to romance when 
he married off his daughter for his po- 
litical advantage. And it is difficult to 
regard a “hanging prosecutor” as a hero. 

Ruthlessly ambitious, he was the best 
—certainly the richest—lawyer of his 
day. As a tool of the spidery Cecils, he 
sent their enemies—and his—to the 
Tower or the block in trials hardly sur- 
passed in their unfairness. Mrs. Bowen 
is attracted to him, however, because in 
his later days he spoke up so strongly 
for the germ of our Bill of Rights. Al- 
though not unaware of the violent con- 
tradictions in Coke's record, she seems a 
bit too eager to glorify him. 

She fails to mention, for example, how 
in Bates’s case Coke ingeniously upheld 
royal taxes, and later—in the “Insti- 
tutes,” his work on the common law— 
shi*ted the grounds of his decision. She 
glotses over the notorious condemnation 
of Robert Southwell with a single kindly 
phrese for the victim. There is a 
stronger case against Coke’s prosecution 
of Dr. Lor ez, Elizabeth's physician, than 
the doubts which she records. And the 
prosecutions of the silly Essex and the 
arrogant Raleigh made Coke's name a 
bad word in the mouths of Englishmen. 
A GOOD MANY HISTORIANS 
are at odds about the seminal events of 
Tudor and Stuart England. As the au- 
thor of “Elizabeth and Essex” said: “‘It 
is, above all, the contradictions of the 
age that baffle our imagination and per-

ers out of employment in shoals, is a 
vast oversimplification. First of all, the 
principle of automation will be applied 
in an expanding market and unemploy- 
ment will be balanced by increasing 
demand; ahd atitomation, furthermore, 
requires a gteat many more workers 
behind the scenes, engineers, technicians 
and workefs who prepare the data that 
must be fed into the machines, than run 
machines. 

FURTHER THAN THAT, as Mr. 
Drucker points out, automation involves 
a complete operation from production 
through consumption and Not just pro- 
duction alone. Industries operating 
along traditional linés can cut down 
production when business falls off. Au- 
tomation industries cannot do that. They 
must run at production schedules that 
are fixed for long periods or shut down. 
Anything in between can be done only 
at prohibitive costs. 


Consequently a change to automation 
in any industry must be preceded by an 
analysis, and perhaps an organization, 
of the market because an automated 
industry cannot operate in a field of 
widely fluctuating demand. Wise busi- 
ness men will know this before they 
start; those who ignore the essential 
conditions will go bankrupt. 

Mr. Drucker also discusses the stag- 
gering problems that the schools will 
méet in the next two decades without 
indicating any clearly réalizable solu- 
tions. In every respect his book is 
plausible and closély reasoned. 


TAKING IT at its optimistic best 
it still has disquieting overtones for 
nothing much is said about the spiritual 
and psychological needs of man; and 
neither Drucker nor anyone else can 
know whether the pressures towami con- 
formity on individual temperaments will 
be greater or less than now. He also as- 
sumes that as long as bigger production 
is possible it will inevitably take place; 
and that when the public has more 
money it will automatically buy more. 
This may be a sound working assump- 
tion; but it is conceivable that a satura- 
tion point may be reached some time 
and that people may stop buying, not be- 
cause they lack the money, but because 
they are satiated with possessions.

Reed died in Moscow in 1920, 
and was buried in the Kremlin — Mr.

The author's other “hero” is Louis 
Fraina, a young Italo-American whom 
Draper credits with being the chief 
founder of American Communism, 
Fraina survived many internecine feuds 
but finally was victimized by his fac- 
tional rivals. Later, after a period as 
proofreader Charles Skala, he emerged 
as economist Lewis Corey, an independ- 
ent left-wing thinker who, before his 
death in 1953, was vehemently anti- 
Communist.

In his new book Walter Lord has done for it the same kind 
of. meticulous reconstructive job that he did for the “Titanic” 


disaster in his “Night to Remember.” 


And he has employed 


the same methods—exhaustive research, interviews and corre- 
spondence with those who were there—the methods, that is, 
of a writer who wants to get at the exact truth of what hap- 
pened and to present it in as eomplete a form as possible, 
being satisfied himself with merely being a chronicler and 
with letting the participants tell the story. 

MR. LORD does not concern himself with the overall as- 
pects of the story. He does not go into the controversies that 
arose over the disaster. He does not assess the blame. If the 
reader obtains an impression of appalling unpreparedness and 
unalertness, he does not feel that the author has deliberately 
tried to create that impression, but rather that he has dealt 
out his cards honestly, just as they lay in the pack. 


He neither editorializes nor moralizes. 


What appears to 


have interested him the most is finding out in minute detail 
just exactly how people—you and I, our wives and our chil- 
dren, as well as the “brass” and the trained and disciplined 
service men—behave when flung unprepared into a situation 


as testing as this one. And, as one might expect, some of the

things we do at such times are odd, not to say ludicrous, and | 


some are brave to the point of genuine heroism.

MR. LORD has not confined his research to American eye-

the destruction of the base. 


Apart from this, the Japanese made the most of their op- 
portunity, in a brilliantly planned and executed operation. 

Mr. Lord’s account is deeply moving and intensely graphic. 
It will be of enormous interest to everyone who was in the 
Islands at the time, many of whom will find their names duly

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Religrous Art and Its Problems 


Painting and Sculpture As Vehicles for Spiritual Values 


By GEORGE McCUE 


A RENEWED RECOGNITION 
of the vital possibilities of art as an 
adjunct of religion is making itself felt 
in painting, sculpture and architecture. 
The widespread construction of new 
church buildings and the expansion of 
existing ones are bringing more and 
more congregations into personal en- 
counters with the arts. They also are 
bringing an unusual number of artists 
into encounters with religious themes. 
Both parties are finding the experience 
challenging and mutually beneficial, but 
not without its problems. 


One of the most immediate problems 
is to determine, to the Satisfaction of 
all concerned, what is “religious art.” 
It is hard for the layman to understand 
that to the dedicated artist any work 
that qualifies as art at all is, in the 
broad sense of the term, religious. 

The layman is likely to make the 
distinction that if his sensual pleasure 
is involved, he is having an esthetic 
experience, whereas if the realm of his 
soul has been penetrated he is having 
a religious experience. The artist sees 
no point in such a distinction. He urges 
that the physical senses are legitimate 
avenues for reaching the soul, and that 
if they fail to serve this purpose it is 
not the senses but the use of them that 
is at fault. Many theologians hold 
corresponding views. 


THIS FEELING WAS expressed 
by David Norton, chairman of the ex- 
hibition of religious art held in con- 
nection with the recent Festival of 
Religion and the Arts in St. Louis. 


“The real power of art,” said Norton 
in an address at one of the Sessions, 
“lies beyond art as beauty alone, art 
for its purely plastic values, art as 
illustration and art as the vehicle for 
ideas directed to the intellect. The 
greatest power of art is found in art 
as a way to understanding through the 
intuition—art as revelation, art pene- 
trating the impositions of the world of 
affairs and revealing to us, in its pro- 
fundity, something of the nature and 
source of all things. 


“Have you ever stood before a paint- 
ing or listened to a piece of music, or 
re-read a passage-from a literary work, 
and had an overwhelming sense of the 
presence of beauty — and something 
more — sudden understanding? It is a 
state approaching ecstasy, and it leaves 
you shaken. It is akin to the feelings 
you sometimes have on a mountain top, 
not the dumfounded feeling of small- 
ness but the other feeling, of relatedness 
to all that you see. It is akin to the 
highest feelings evoked by the sex 
experience, and to. the «glimpses of 
understanding that sométimes come 
when watching birth and death. This 
intuitive understanding is the mark of 
real religidus art, at the deep, funda- 
mental level where the separate quests 
merge into one quest, a search for ulti- 
mate truth, for God.”

BERNARD SHAW HAS LOST 
his posthumous as well as his lifelong 
attempt at reform of the English alpha- 
bet. Cigancery Court at London has 
thrown out the provision in his will that 
money from his considerable estate be 
used for that purpose unless proved to 
be a waste of funds or against the public 
interest; The conditional bequest thus 
has gone to the alternative beneficiaries 
which he named and which the court has 
now found more worthy—the British 
Museum, the Royal Academy of Dra- 
matic Art and the National Gallery of 
Ireland. But while that part of the soul 
of Bernard Shaw which was reformer of 
the language he used so well has ac- 
cordingly struck its final bivouac, the 
problem he addressed in his last testa- 
ment goes marching on. 

Most of us are disposed to dismiss the 
subject as a concern of cranks; the ex- 
perts see it quite otherwise. They tell 
us that the English alphabet has always 
been a clumsy adaptation of Roman let- 
ters to English sounds; that the incom- 
patibility, which has been cantering 
along sin¢ée the Norman Conquest, has 
now reached a brisk gallop; and that un- 
less we do something pretty drastic about 
it we shall eventually face a consequence 
more dreadful and quixotic even than 
alphabet reform. For the sounds of 
speech are constantly changing, while the 
letters in which we try to represent them 
fail to follow suit. 


IN A REALLY WELL-BUILT 
phonetic language, it should be possible 
to make a shrewd guess about the pro- 
nunciation from the spelling, and vice 
versa.

THE PROBLEM OF theme can 
hardly be disregarded, however, in a 
work of art destined to be exhibited in 
a house of worship, and this problem 
is no sooner resolved than another one 
comes up—how to deal with the theme. 

Some of these difficulties were clearly 
visible at the exhibition of religious art 
which Norton organized at the Artists’ 
Guild galleries. 

The exhibition provoked more con- 
troversy among spectators than any 
show held. in St. Louis in a long time. 
Many of them expressed strong dis- 
pleasure with the show as a whole, and 
just about everybody who expressed any 
opinion in the galleries singled out indi- 
vidual works for dissent. 

THE ADVERSE REACTIONS 
seemed to boil down to taking issue with 


. the theme selected by an artist, or with 


his treatment of it, and sometimes both. 
It may be that in some instances the 
artist did not handle his theme as 
persuasively as might be desired, but it 
may. be, too, that a religious work of art 
needs to be executed with its final 
destination in mind. The character of 
the room it will occupy, its height above 
the floor, the extent of the free space 
around it, the sort of light that will play 
on its surface all would have to be con- 
sidered, along with the theme itself, 
to assure its success. 


A number of churches in the St. Louis 
area are offering hospitality to art ex- 
hibitions and in other ways bringing 
their members and art works into a 
more familiar relationship. The Eliot 
Unitarian Chapel in Kirkwood has begun 
rotating exhibits of works by its own 
members. The Church of the Open Door 
in Webster Groves recently held an ex- 
hibition of religious art, and had group 
discussions about it. 


The Metropolitan Church Federation, 


which sponsored the religion and arts 
festival, has lent its support for nearly 
a year to a sizable rotating exhibition 
at Emmanuel Episcopal Church in Web- 
ster Groyes. There, about 30 art works 
of religious theme and application are 
kept on display in the parish hall, and 
are available for purchase or rent by 
churches or individuals. Under this plan, 
church members are helped to determine 
how they react to -art works and to 
develop convictions about them. 


PROTESTANT CHURCHES 
have problems of adjustment in their 
gradual lowering of the barriers to art, 
which went out following the Reforma- 
tion in a general prohibition against 
images. In doing $0, as one theologian 
put it, they threw out the baby with the 
bath water, depriving themselves of 
sign and form in their church decoration 
except in stained glass windows. This 
prejudice still exists, but art is finding 
its way into auxiliary thurch space, such 
as parish houses and fellowship halls, 
and into the sanctuary itself. 


A final problem in the creation of 
religious art centers about the fact that 
artists have been thinking in abstract 
terms. Commenting on this, C. V. Dono- 
van, painter on the University of Illinois 
faculty, recently said: 


. “Aside from physical function, this 
boils down to the basic consideration of 
the communication of spiritual ideas 
in the appurtenances of the church. 
This vital need for communication per- 
haps accounts for the absence of the 
painter, whose non-objective or highly 
abstract canvases, handsome though they 
may be esthetically, rarely provide the 
needed message of sacred art. Fortu- 
nately, there are notable exceptions, and 
the work of such men as Roualt, Rattner, 
Chagall, Lebrun, Lassaw, Gottlieb and 
others is convincing proof that the artist 
can remain within the framework of 
his own time, and contribute splendidly 
to liturgical art.”

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New Recordings 


“SOROCHINTSY FAIR” 
by Moussorgsky is an opera 
that suffers from two handi- 
caps when heard from rec- 
ords. Its dialogue frequently 
seems irrelevant and aimless 
and, as the music follows the 
dialogue very closely, it does 
not offer a large number of 
long arias. Its story line, fur- 
thermore, is broadly fanciful 
and rather primitive. Even 
so the scoring is strong, origi- 
nal, vivid and appropriate in 
its characterization. Certainly 
students of the opera should 
find the recording made by 
artists from the Slovenian 
National Opera highly inter- 
esting. 


This opera is located at 
Ljubljana, Yugoslavia. None 
of the voices are extraordi- 
nary but Bohdana Stritar, the 
contralto who sings the role 
of Khivra, the shrewish house- 
wife, projects her role with 
a compelling animation. The 
same may be said of Miro 
Brajnik, a good lyric tenor, 
and Friderik Lupsha, a deep 
Russian-type basso, The gen- 
eral high spirits that go into 
this recording would undoubt- 
edly make this opera an ef- 
fective piece for sone who 
could see the action. Sami 
Hubad is the conductor. 


“Sorochintsy Fair,” which 
is based on a comic tale by 
Gogol, was unfinished at the 
composer's death. It was or- 
chestrated by several com- 
posers but the completed 
score as here presented is the 
work of the Russian com- 
poser W. Shebalin. (Epic, 
Two 12-inch LPs.) 


BENNY GOODMAN, the 
jazz clarinetist, has been car- 
rying on an irregular affair 
with art music for a long 
time so his participation, as 
soloist, in. the recording of 
Mozart's Concerto for Clari- 
net and Orchestra is not a 
new vénture for him. He is 
associated in this recording 
with the Boston Symphony 
Orchestra under Charles 
Munch and his performance 
is correct, gracious in tone 
and generally appealing as to 
style and expressiveness.

The per- 
formance of the Schubert 
Symphony No. 5 in B-Flat is 
equally beautiful in tonal 
texture and in the fluent 
rounding of the phrases. The 
leisurely pace of the slow 
movement makes it seem a 
little too studied, at times, 
for a symphony that is so 
beguilingly innocent. “Yet 
there is no better recording 
of this work. Even Bee- 
cham's reading, though excel- 
lent, does not have the same 
sustained poetic impulse.

KIRSTEN FLAGSTAD, 
the eminent Norwegian s0- 
prano, devotes a single re- 
cording to 13 songs of Schu- 
bert including “Der Erlko- 
nig,” “Der Nussbaum,” “Die 
Lotosblume” and “Widmung.” 
Mme. Flagstad does not show 
the same range of expression 
in singing lieder as in an 
operatic role. Her perform- 
ances, nevertheless, are on a 
high level of feeling and 
taste. As for the voice, her 
high notes sound labored but 
in other parts of her range 
it has the same freshness and 
roundness of tone as when 
she was in her prime. She is 
accompanied by Edwin Mc- 
Arthur, a long-time musical 
associate and musical director 
of the Municipal Opera in St. 
Louis. (London, One 12-inch 
LP.) 


SYMPHONIES by three 
sons of Johann Sebastian Bach 
are contained in, a single re- 
cording made by the Louis 
de Froment Chamber Orches- 
tra, a group of highly quali- 
fied French musicians. (Angel, 
One 12-inch LP.) All three 
of the Bachs demonstrate a 
firm control of the orchestral 
medium and an impressive 
creative sense in the four 
works here set forth; but the 
best of the three is the Sym- 
phony in D Minor by Wil- 
helm Friedemann Bach, the 
least performed of the Bach 
sons. Great intensity of feel- 
ing is communicated in the 
first section of the symphony 
while the second shows & 
masterly use of counterpoint. 
Johann Christian Bach's Sym- 
phony in B Fiat, which has 
been recorded before, has 
something of the surface fe- 
licity of Mozart but without 
Mozart's ability to carry 
through and develop the rich- 
ness of a musical idea. 

Two works by Carl Philipp 
Emanuel Bach complete this 
cross-section of the Bach 
family’s works. Performances 
are clean, excellent in tone, 
rhythmically alert.—T.BS.

Expression in Music 
Its Relation to Communication 


By LEIGH GERDINE 


EVERYONE WHO GOES to concerts at all has seen a 
zealous pianist reach for a high C with an emotional gesture 
that ought to shame a Wagnerian soprano. Nor will the effort 
end there: Having sounded the high C with great solicitude, 
he often vibrates his finger on the key after the fashion of a 
violinist in a slushy melodic bit — all this despite the fact 
that, once a key is struck on the piano, nothing the pianist 
can do with the key mechanism—except to release it—will 
alter the sound in the least. If asked what he was doing, the 
pianist might say that he was “expressing himself.” To ask 
whether his self was worth expressing before an audience 
would be less than kind. 


If 1 stub my toe wandering about in the dark, and utter 

a fearful oath, I may be indulging in self-expression; I shall 
probably not be communicating very much. Or what I actually 
communicate may be very different, indeed, from what-I 
intend. The casual observer may conclude that 1 am ill-bred, 
or that I am angry, or that my vocabulary of oaths for use on 
occasions such as this is sadly limited. 
SO WITH OUR PIANIST. That throbbing high C will 
be little altered by his mannerisms; but he, too, may com- 
municate rather a good deal to us. If we are quite unsophisti- 
cated, we may be moved by his intent to convey or we may 
conclude that the pianist intends his high C to be affecting, 
At worst, we may decide that he is a silly fellow, more 
concerned with himself than with what the composer wished 
to have communicated. 

From all this, one may conclude that there is something 
to be learned from the field of General Semantics about the 
nature of music and what it ought to communicate. 

The implications of General Semantics—the study of what 
we wish to communicate, its how and why, as opposed to 
what we say—for the field of music are still almost entirely 
unexplored, There can be no doubt that such an inquiry would 
be enormously fruitful. 

“The map is not the territory it represents,” the Semanticists 
tell us. “This is the C major chord,” says the music teacher, 
pointing to some lines on a sheet of paper. But the C major 
chord is a sound, a sound of at least three notes together, 
sounded by strings, or voices, or instruments of some sort or 
even by electronics, but a sound. The squiggles on a sheet of 
paper can obviously only be a symbol for that sound; how 
inadequate a symbol the musical layman can scarcely grasp. 


AT A GUESS, roughly a third of the time we spend in 
teaching music, at least in the early stages, is taken up in 
teaching problems in notation. Could there be a more efficient 
way to teach music? Possibly; but that is not our concern here. 
Consider the problem, however, from the composer's point of 
view. He must write down his thoughts in a notational system 
which, from many aspects, is cumbersome, slow, and inflexible 
for the expression of very subtle gradations of his intent. The 
young musician, then, must take this representation of the 
composer’s thought, inadequate as it is, and again translate it 
into a realization of the composer’s intent on the piano key- 
board, the violin, the voice, or wherever. Oftener than not, he 
is impeded by the teacher’s lack of realization that “the map 
is not the territory.” 

Or take another of the General Semanticists’ areas of 

concern, the language itself. In using Words, one must approach 
them with infinite care; words do so accumulate meanings that 
in the end, the language itself—English, for example—is likely 
to have a kind of built-in metaphysics, So, too, with our 
teaching of music theory. 
WE HAVE GONE, in our teaching of theory, very 
little beyond teaching the practice of Bach, with an occasional 
flyer into the adventurous harmonic reaches of Brahms and 
Wagner. But our teaching of harmony has a built-in repertory. 
We teach students to manipulate the harmonies of Bach and 
Brahms, and are mildly surprised when the students, presum- 
ably having grasped something of what we teach, prefer the 
music of Bach and Brahms—in itself certainly unobjectionable 
—and actively resent the sounds of the Twentieth Century. 

You see where it may all lead. General Semantics could 
force us to think about what the composer was really trying to 
express. Perhaps we should leave that pianist alone to play 
his emotional high C any way he likes.

Some Extra Ears. 


With regard to sound, the 
problems hi-fi has sought to 
overcome are how to get the 


ear can hear) onto 
media (platters, wire, etc.) 
into the air, and how to get 


been devised that will vibrate so 
fast, so slow and at so many 
intermediate rates all at once 
as will the human ear-drum, 
so hi-fi reproducers have done 
the next best thing. .. . added 
some extra ones to do different 
parts of the job... a woofer 
for deep base tones, a 
for piccolo and high strings, 
etc., and something else for 
tones in between. All this had 
to be kept in balance, of course, 
so there’s a lot of technical

But for 
those who don’t want to go 
into the mechanics of it, there 
are now on the market “pack- 
staged hi-fi’ developments in 
which the fidelity is related 
rather closely to what one pays 
for what one gets.

Buying high fidelity 
today can be as easy as picking 
out a new car, You can pur- 
chase a quality assembled music 
system according to what your 
budget can afford and how crit- 
feal your ears are. .

DARK GETS 


TAR HEELS 
WIN, 54-53: 
3 OVERTIMES 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., March 
23 (UP)—North Carolina won 
the national NCAA champion- 
ship in three overtimes tonight, 
winning 54-53, over Kansas 
when Joe Quigg blocked a last- 
second pass to big Wilt Cham- 
berlain on the post. 

Quigg had made two free 
throws with six second left and 
his points decided the game. 

The unbeaten Tar Heels, ex- 
tending their one-season record 
to 32 victories, wiped out a five- 
point deficit late in regulation 
play to send the game into the 
first overtime at 46-all. 

The score stood 48-all after 
the first extra period as each 
team tallied a field goal and 
neither was able to count in a 
wild second overtime, marred 
by a mild tussle, Both coaches, 
Dick Harp of Kansas and Frank 
McGuire of North Carolina, 
came on the playing floor. 

Play was interrupted almost 
a minute while tuurnament of- 
ficials assisted by policemen, re- 
stored order. No blows were 
exchanged, merely words. 

North Carolina opened fast | 
and All-America Rosenbluth | 
scored the game's first two. 
points on free throws. The Tar 
Heels used their shortest start- 
er, 5-11 Tommy Kearns, to 
jump center with 7-foot Wilt 
Chamberlain. Kansas easily got 
the tip and missed its first shot. 

Rosenbluth and Kearns both 
hit well, although Coach Harp 
of Kansas used a four-man zone 
with his fifth man, King, play- 
ing Rosenbluth man-to-man. 
Hot-shooting North Carolina 
still was able to run up a point 
margin, 19-7, with about 10 min- 
utes gone. 

Fouls on Rosenbluth. 


However, Elstun canned two 
quick field goals and two free 
throws to cut the gap to four 
points at 19-15. In a battle un- 
der the basket with Chamber- 
lain, Rosenbluth picked up a 
foul, his second with 7:01 to go 
in the half and Chamberlain hit 
both free throws to narrow it 
to 19-17. Rosenbluth poured in 
six straight points and with the | 
help of Pete Brennan ran up a |

North Carolina hit 11 of 17 
field shots in the first half for 
64.7 per cent. Kansas hit six 
of 22 for 27.3.

Kansas opened fast in the 
second half with a team scor- 
ing effort cut the edge to one 
point at 31-30, but North Car- 
olina pulled back to a five- 
point margin, 35-30. 

The -Tar Heels then slowed 
the game to a crawl with set 
offensive patterns. Kansas 
pulled to within one point and 
took the lead briefly, 36-35, 
with 11:31 left. Chamberlain 
was called for goal-tending 
which gave the lead back to 
Narth Carolina, 37-36. How- 
ever, Chamberlain hit a field 
goal and two free throws to 
give Kansas a 40-37 lead with 
10 minutes to go. 

North Carolina took the ball 
and stalled for a couple of min- 
utes. Kansas stole it, took time 
out, and then played catch be- 
tween guards King and Bill- 
ings. North Carolina didn’t 
press for a couple of minutes 
and then tried, but the clock 
ticked off five minutes more, 
without a shot Being fired.

Again Popular Favorites. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Fia., 
March 23. 
HERE undoubtedly will 
T be scattered votes for the 
Milwaukee Braves and 
the Cincinnati Reds, but the 
Brooklyn Dodgers probably 
will be the popular choice, 
with the prognosticators, to 
meet the New York Yankees 
in the 1957 world series. 

Most observers believe that 
the American League race 
will be a runaway. [t was vir- 
tually that last season when 
Casey Stengel’s team fin- 
ished nine ahead of Cleve- 
land, 12 ahead of Chicago 
and 15 in front of the Bos- 
ton Red Sox. But this year 
it does seem that the Yan- 
kees have added something, 
whereas the Indians, White 
Sox and Red Sox are at least 
not any stronger. 

There aren’t many new im- 
portant Yankees. Unless 
Casey goes through with an 
experiment that started be- 
fore Bill Skowron suffered a 
fractured hand, the infield is 
likely to be what it was last 
year, with a platooning group 
at first base, Billy Martin at 
second, Gil McDougald at 
short and Andy Carey at 
third most of the time. 

In the outfield Hank Bauer

William Hartack, the nation’s 
leading rider last year, kept 
Bardstown well off the pace set 
by Keystone Stable’s Pieceof- 
eight, while Fabius, ridden by 
Eddie Arcaro. was alongside the 
leader for the first mile. 


Needles, winner of the Ken- 
tucky Derby and other rich 
stakes last year, trailed as ex- | 
pected in the early running and 
had passed only one horse at 
the end of the mile. 

When they reached the far 
turn. Needles started picking 
up horses but still was three 
lengths behind the leaders when 
they headed into the stretch. 

Meantime, Bardstown took | 
over the lead which Fabius had 
wrested from Piecesofeight and 
as they swung for home the 
big dark bay gelding was mov- 
ing fast. 

Hasty House Farm's Platan 
had come from last place in the 
last half-mile and took fourth 
money, followed by D. E. Love- 
man’s North Cone, Mrs. Ada L. 
Rice’s, Call Me Lucky, and 
Piecesofeight in that order. 

The entry of Bardstown and 
Fabius went postward the odds- 
on choice at 3-5 and paid $3.20 | 
and $2.70. There was no show 
betting because of the small 
field. Needles was second choice 
at 8-5.

Engineers and _ stockholders 
predict and hope it will last 
much longer. They figure it 
would be cheaper in the long 
run to lay a new cable than try 
to grapple for repairs. 

The telephone cable system, 
first under the Altantic, actually 
consists of two cables, each 
about 2250 land miles long and 
stretching from Clarenville, 
Newfoundland, to Port Lathaiche 
on the Firth of Lorne near Oban, 
Scotland. The cables, located 20 
miles apart on the ocean floor, 
carry one-way voice traffic in 
opposite directions between the 
eontinents. 

Two cables were used so that 
the 51 repeaters needed to am- 
plify sounds on the long journey 
under the sea could be built 
into the cables and spun out 
from the stern of the cable-lay- 
ing ship. Two-way repeaters 
would have been too bulky to 
roll around the drum in laying 
operations. 

Cost $42,000,000. 

Built at a cost of $42,000,000 
in a joint venture by the Amer- 
ican Telephone & Telegraph Co., 
the British Post Office and the 
Canadian Overseas Telecom- 
munication Corp., the submarine 
system already has doubled the 
number of overseas calls. In 
1955, the then and still exist- 
ing radio telephone logged 101,- 
000 calls between New York and 
London. Since it opened last 
September, the telephone cable 
has averaged 30,000 calls a 
month without taxing the ca- 
pacity of its 36 separate voice 
circuits. 

About 30 circuits go to Brit- 
ain; one is set aside for radio 
broadcasts, and others go to 
various points in Europe. Al- 
though it can transmit nearly 
1500 times as much information 
as a telegraph cable, the tele- 
phone link does not have 
sufficient «capacity to carry 
television programs. 

Three minute calls from any 
point in the United States to 
most points in Europe cost $12 
weekdays and $9 evenings and 
Sundays, compared with $75 
for three minutes when radio 
telephone service opened in 
1927 


Person-to-Person Calls. 

All calls are person-to-person, 
meaning it won't cost you a 
cent if Princess Grace of Mo- 
naco, Premier Bulganin or 
Herb Macmillan happen to be 
out when you call. No inter- 
preters are available, but most 
as operators speak Eng- 
ish 


The United States with 56,- 
000,000 telephones and England 
with 6,500,000 have eight times 
as many phones as all the rest 
of the world. 

Voices are not “scrambled” 
on the submarine system since 
it is impossible to monitor calls 
without tapping into the’ cable, 
a job for a deep sea diver able 
to withstand a 4450-volt jolt. 

Unlike radio telephone, the 
cables are not affected by 
storms, atmospherie disturb- 
ances, sun spots or other 
causes of fading. The intricate 
system of tubes and repeaters, 
spaced 40 miles apart on the 
cables, acts like an electronic 
bucket brigade, picking up the 
sound and carrying it across 
without spilling an audio drop. 
Trans-Atlantic calls are heard 
as clearly as neighborhood calls, 
and sometimes clearer if the 
neighborhood happens to be af- 
flicted with an antique switch- 
board. By linking into other 
systems, the cable can carry 
a single call 10,000 miles. 

Safest Where Deepest. 

Actually, the cable is safest 
where the ocean is deepest, af- 
fording protection from tides, 
the menacing otter boards of 
fish trawlers, corrosive marine 
life, occasional icebérgs or the 
danger of being picked up* by 
a ship’s anchor. 

The Newfoundland - Scotland 
route was carefully selected, in 
preference to a direct New 
York to Cornwall connection, to 
avoid these shallow water haz- 
ards and to keep the telephone 
cables well north of the 20 
telegraph cables now on the 
ocean floor. The telephone 
eables, about 1% inehes in 


and 2% in shallow water, are 
sunk at depths ranging from 
only a few feet to 2% miles. 
The cable weighs a pound a 
foot. 

The long lines division of 
A.T.&T. which laid the cables 
from the British vessel Monarch, 
now has the unique public rela- 
tions job of warning Newfound- 
land fishermen against running 
afoul of the cables without say- 
ing precisely where they are. 

Location a Secret. 

For security reasons location 
of the cable is a closely guarded 
secret. Cable cutting has been 
a standard tactic in wartime 
and is countenanced by inter- 
national law. 

Barring accidents of sabotage, 
longlines engineers are certain 
the cables will last at least 20 

ars because their tubes were 

vented in the late 1930's and 
have been performing ever since 
in laboratory tests and for the 
past six years in the Havana to 
Kev West, Fla., cable.

Are Opened 


' Architects Hellmuth, Obata 
& Kassabaum, Inc., and Manske 
& Dieckmann opened bids from 
eontractors last week for con- 
struction of the new $1,000,000 
Good Samaritan Home for the 
Aged to be built on a six-acre 
tract overlooking the Missis- 
sipi River at 5200 South Broad- 
Way. 

The first all-contemporary 
structure for the housing of old 
persons to be built in St. Louis, 
the Home is affiliated with the 
Evangelical and Reformed 
Church. : 

When construction of the 
project was first announced last 
year by Herman Gieselmann, 
president of the Good Samari- 


tan board of trustees, it was 
stated that there is a “desperate 
need” to enlarge the facilities 
of the Home, now located at 
4500 Washington avenue. This 
new building, to accommodate 
150, is intended as the first 
unit of a planned “campus” 
style development of the South 
Broadway site for the ultimate 
accommodation of 400 persons. 

The new building will be lo- 
eated on a high bluff, and the 
long rectangular plan will take 
maximum advantage of the 
river view. 

The slope of the site will 
bring the main entrance into 
the building by a bridge at the 
second floor level. This floor is 
to*be used for administrative 
offices, lounge recreation facil- 
ities, social and dining area 
kitchen and the chapel. The 
first floor and the third floor 
are to contain the bulk of the 
single bedrooms for the 150 
residents of the home. Thus al- 
most all residents are to be in 
one floor of the central social 
area on the second floor. The 
fourth floor will house medical 
and dental clinics for the resi- 
dents, plus rooms for patients 
confined to bed. 

Each of the residence floors, 
which will be composed mainly 
of attractively furnished single 
rooms with lavatories (there are 
to be few double rooms in the 
home) will be equipped with its 
own lounge area, sun room, 
sewing rooms and small “snack” 
kit-hen. 

Construction, which will be 
fireproof, will have reinforced 
concrete frame. Angled wall 
panels, of alternating brick and 
medical floors, will avoid the 
monotony of an otherwise long 

lain facade. katerior finish will 

plaster and painted masonry 
block, with asphalt tile floors.

Low Spreading Types. 

These are the varieties from 
one to four feet high. The best 
type is Taxus baccata repen- 
dens, the spreading English 
yew. It is rounded and some- 
what flat-topped in habit of 
growth with drooping branch- 
lets. Leaves are dark green 
and the plant fills up well. Dur- 
ing the last 15 years at Woo- 
ster, there has been only slight 
foilage burn. Planted in par- 
tial shade and somewhat pro- 
tected locations, it is one of 
the best low evergreens. 
DWARF ROUNDED TYPES 

Taxus cuspidata densa is a 


growing four or five feet high 
and roughly the same spread, 
It has very dark green foliage 
and is one of the most attrac- 
tive dwarf types, but it is quite 
slow-growing and for this rea- 
son it is usually unprofitable 
for the nurseryman, Taxus me-| 
dia compacta is another excel-| 
low, compact, rounded 


form. | 
DWARF FLAT-TOP TYPES | 

In this group, Taxus cuspi- 
data nana, the dwarf Japanese | 
yew, is known to all. Large. 
specimens sometimes measure 


ly 12 to 15 feet across, That is 
characteristic of the growth | 
habit of the variety, a plant 
about three times as broad as 
high. 

While the dwarf Japanese 
yew has been popular with the 
trade, it has had some criticism. 
One drawback is that the fol- 
lage may have a yellowish cast, 
especially where soil drainage 
is poor. Also, young growth is 
produced rather early in the 
spring, which often causes frost 
injury. Taxus media wardi in 
several respects is better than 
the dwarf Japanese yew. It has 
finer foliage, fills up better and 
is faster growing. With proper 
pruning, it can easily be re- 
strained to a dwarf compact 
form, 

SMALL UPRIGHT TYPES 
Taxus media kelseyi is a se- 
lected variety in this group. It 
is higher than broad, quite 
dense and compact with dark 
green leaves. Its growth rate is 
medium and it is a heavy fruit- 
ing type. 

SMALL SPREADING TYPES 
Taxus media browni is prob- 
ably the best of yews in this 
category, and for Ohio, one of 
the best of all yews. (Ed. note— 
It is very fine in this area, too). 
Relatively slow-growing, bushy 
and somewhat spreading, it is a 
broad columnar form with rath- 
er short, dark green leaves.

@ BEFORE WE DEPARTED for Oklahoma A. & M. College 
in Stillwater, the wind rose and dust turned the sky brown. 
As I predicted some time ago, it seems likely that unless 
rains continue we may have blowing dust this year which 
will make the 1936 Dust Bowl seem like a Sunday school 
picnic. Certainly in traveling this whole country out here, 
the water problem of America is brought home as nowhere 
else. Over-use of ground end surface water for irrigation 
to produce often-unneeded crops to sell to Government, 
over-grazing based on optimism or forced by low livestock 
prices; these two things are the curse of the pleins country 
and especially of the semi-arid Southwest, bringing erosion 
by wind and choking the streams with silt until they. die. 
Nor are “high dams” or ill-considered reclamation proj- 
ects, conceived always on a vast scale and without ecological 
considerations, any answér to the problem; they may, in 
fact, aggravate it.

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With Yardage Greater in Skirts for Spring and Summer, There Has Been Revival of Uneven Hemline

a grand manner in the choice 
of materials and the ingenious 
use of these fabrics to stress 
full skirts, many of which have 
uneven hemlines. Occasionally 
the designers introduce elabo- 
rate embroidery or other trim- 
ming to contribute decoration. 


Emphasis on the wide-skirted 
mode is seen in the couture col- 
lections from all of the leading 
fashion centers of the world. 
From France, Italy, England, 
and the United States come 
noteworthy examples of ele- 
gance of materials and silhou- 
ette. Revival of the uneven 
hemline, predicted early inthe 
year, has appeared as the skirts 
are longer and the yardage 
greater. Many of the longer 
skirts have hemlines that sweep 
toward the back. The influence 
of the 1920 era is apparent in 
the cut of these skirts. 


Designers wishing to feature 
the wide and unusual hemlines 
to best advantage have chosen 
their materials carefully. For 
the distinctive overskirts and 
layered themes such as _ the 
dress by Antonelli of Rome 
which is shown the  border- 
printed silks and cottons are 
favorites. By cutting some sec- 
tions. horizontally and others 
vertically, novelty striped fab- 
rics produce dramatic effects. 
Several dresses in the Sophie 
spring collection use floral 
banded patterns in an attractive 
manner. One dress of taffeta 
printed in banded floral motifs 
has a polonaise effect at the 
front of the skirt that sweeps 
into a flare at the back. Bands 
are caught in such a manner 
that a bias line is achieved, and 
this suggests a slight dip to 
the hemline at the back. 


All-over printed fabrics in 
flower-garden designs are used 
for the “demi-long” dresses with 
wide hemlines. One way of 
stressing hemline width is to 
make the skirts double. An- 
other is to introduce a harem 
type of drapery.

Unusual Machine in Forest Park 


Filters Impurities From Atmosphere 


For Long-Range Research Into Source, Extent and Effects of Pollution 


ITH HIS RUBBISH FIRES, the exhaust from his 
automobile, the gasses from his furnaces and 
factories, modern man injects a host of im- 

purities into the air he breathes. To help determine 
the source and extent of these impurities in St. Louis, 
an unusual machine is now hard at work in Forest 
Park. The device, being operated by the City Health 
Division, takes in as much air in a week as a man 
would breathe in 30 , 

The air is pulled through a fiber glass filter, 
which collects particles borne in the air. At the 
end of a week's run, during which 10,000,000 cubic 
sap of air have passed through, the filter is changed. 

y then it is coated with a black, sooty layer that 
weighs nearly two ounces, The color comes from 
carbon cles. 

Collection of such relatively large samples is 
the im t feature of the machine, biggest of its 
kind in the United States. There is enough car 

to permit a determination of its origin by measuring 
presence of radioactivity — from nahenil not man- 
made sources. Among other things, the samples will 


be tested to determine whether they contain known 
cancer - producing substances. 

All examinations are being made 
under the auspices of the United States Public Health 
Service's community air pollution which 
has lent the air samp machine to the city. Re- 
sults of the study, in w 10 full-week samples 
will be taken, will not be known for months. 

The findings will have more long-range than 
immediate value for St. Louisans. Medical science 
is just beginning to learn what health hazards are 
caused by a life-time exposure to the impurities in 
an urban area's atmosphere. As these effects are 
determined, a detailed knowledge of the nature of 
air pollution in St. Louis will help authorities decide 
what control measures are needed. Of immediate 
benefit will be data for use in medical research.

Are you 
too old 


to work

HEN 1S A worker too old to work? At 50? 
W 60? At 65? 
A bitter, baffled — and growing — group 


of Americans, who consider themselves in the prime 
of life, are learning today that all these estimates are 
too high. They are bucking a hardening wall that 
classes them as “older workers” — even though 
some are as young as 35. 

The barrier seems to be everywhere, yet very few 
companies will admit it even exists. Recently Presi- 
dent Eisenhower spoke up sharply on the subject. 
Such a prejudice, the President said, “squanders our 
manpower,” and the nation cannot afford it. And he 
pointed to the values of age and experience — “ma- 
turity, responsibility and constancy.” 

To “older workers” like the three pictured above, 
the President's statement offered a glimmer of hope 
in a sea of darkness, Harry Stier(center),after seven 
months of fruitless job-seeking, recently took a job 
for which he had no training and no experience. 
Anna Tirnea has been employed only sporadically

for two years. Sam Rash, at right, is luckier; he 
finally found one of the few companies that does 
not discriminate against so-called older workers. 

By one estimate, there are 800,000 others like 
Harry, Anna and Sam. Usually they are jobless 
through no fault of their own; they held jobs until 
layoffs or shutdowns or illness cut them down. Now 
they go from employment office to employment office, 
and everywhere they meet the same reception. 

Sometimes it is blunt — “I’m sorry, you're too 
old.” Sometimes it is subtle — a deliberately rigged 
physical examination. Usually it is both senseless 
(most of the “arguments” against older workers have 
been torpedoed by Department of Labor studies) and 
self-defeating (even when they are crying for help, 
some firms will not hire older workers “as a matter of 
policy”). In addition, it wastes badly needed skills, 
and it writes off a large chunk of purchasing power. 

Mostly, the Harrys, the Annas and the Sams are 
unskilled, semi-skilled or production workers or 
clerical helpers. The prejudice — and the age at 
which it sets in — varies from trade to trade, often 
from town to town. 

How deep it runs was shown in a recent seven- 


city survey conducted by the Department of Labor. 
In half the job openings studied, only workers 
under 55 were wanted. In 40 per cent, the limit was 
45. In 20 per cent, the age was 35. 

How does a man feel when he’s branded “too old’ 
at 47? Harry Stier can tell you. Today Harry works 


The bright side of the problem... 


In the gloomy picture outlined on these pages, PARADE 
found a few bright spots. Here are some of them:

for an exterminating company near Mt. Clemens, 
Mich. — after 30 years as g truck and bus driver 
and dispatcher. Most recently, he had been a test 
driver for Packard Motor Car Co. at its Utica, Mich., 
proving grounds. 

Last May the proving grounds closed down, and 
all Harry's safe-driving awards could not get him 
another driving job. He was too old. 

“It made me feel almost ashamed of myself,” he 
says in a bewildered way. “I'm old-fashioned enough 
to believe a man should support his family. I thought 
of running away — but what good would that have 
done?” 

What Harry did was go job-hunting — every day 
for a while, then three days a week when his trans- 
portation bills got too high. Meanwhile, the family 
scraped along on his wife’s $57 a week as a grocery 
cashier. To this Harry added $42 a week in unem- 
ployment benefits — while they lasted. After they 
ran out, in Novembe?z, oldest son Harry Jr. helped 
out with $10 a week. Through the whole ordeal, the 
family economized in every possible way. 

But it was not so much the setback in income as 
the feeling of being useless and the utter frustration. 
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At one point Harry even talked about suicide. He 
cried for the first time since childhood. He could not 
get past the feeling —— one older workers stress again 


and again — that he felt young, but that he was 


washed up. After a while, he caine to believe it. 

PARADE spent a day job-hunting with Harry Stier. 
In one bakery, where he applied for a job as a driver, 
Harry displayed his awards and reviewed his record. 
The personnel manager was impressed — but he 
turned Harry down. 


Pensions — Pro and Con 


“I'd hire him tomorrow if he wasn’t over 40,” the 
embarrassed official told PARADE in an aside. “I 
know that the older men with records like his are 
more dependdble. But the company only wants 
young guys not over 35 who can-hustle. Then there’s 
the insurance and pension costs to consider.” 

In covering the country to investigate the older 
worker prejudice, PARADE heard the pension argu- 
ment again and again. But the Department of Labor 
recently studied the matter and found it at least 
partly groundless. Nor is age a significant factor in 
other benefits — hospitalization, insurance, work-

men’s compensation. Sometimes (where benefits in- 
clude maternity care, for instance) the cost actually 
may be less. 

Furthermore, one source pointed out, the whole 
attitude is one of false economy. In Illinois, he esti- 
mated, the state must pay $2 million a month in 
unemployment benefits to older workers who can’t 
get jobs. Where does the money come from? Frem 
employer contributions to the state unemployment 
insurance fund. 

When PARADE pressed employers on the pension 
question, they fell back on other arguments: “They're 
hard to fit in.” “They're too set in their ways.” 
“Young people don’t like to work with them.” “They 
lose too much time through illness.” “They can’t 
keep the production pace.” And so on. 

Department of Labor studies have shown that age 
alone is no yardstick of performance. A pilot study in 
the clothing trade showed output remained stable 
through age 54. From 55 to 64, it was 90 per cent as 
high as in younger groups. There were no measur- 
able differences in attendance or accidents. As for 
flexibility, another study showed more than half the. 
older workers willing to change jobs.

Also belying the belief that older work- 
ers won't change has been the overwhelm- 
ing response to scattered programs to 
retrain the unemployed — particularly 
women. In Utica, N.Y., a state program 
trained a whole class of sewing-machine 
operators, then needed in clothing mills. 
On another front, the Department of 
Labor Women’s Bureau recently held 
Earning Opportunities Forums for Mature 
Women in Boston and Baltimore. The 
forums taught jobless women new job- 
seeking techniques and also brought them 
together with employers. 
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Neither of these programs, however, 
has been available to Anna Tirnea in De- 
troit. Anna is 42 and is entering her third 
year without a permanent job; after a dis- 
couraging day of pavement-pounding, she 
often feels “as old as the hills.” Anna has 
had several temporary jobs, in stores, fac- 
tories and restaurants. The best ones col- 
lapsed under her; the others didn’t pay 
enough to support her. 

Anna is a widow whose husband died 
only a few months after their marriage. 
She lives with her parents and a widowed 
sister with two children. The only income

is from her sister’s job on an auto-assembly 
line and her mother’s as a charwoman. 
Anna has had no new clothes for several 
years, and last Christmas no one in the 
family received gifts. 

For Anna, the age barrier went up at 
35. (She finds it bitterly amusing that she 
often is told, “We're not hiring girls over 
35.”) She had worked 12 years as a drill- 
press operator, at $2 an hour, when the 
company closed its doors in February, 
1954. 

Anna has had no other experience, and 
this has hurt her in job applications. Still, 
Albert Bachers, her interviewer at the 
Michigan State Employment Security 
Commisson, feels he could find her some- 
thing if he had time to concentrate on her 
problem alone. But with thousands of 
others for the agency to place, Bachers can 
give Anna only minutes. 

This is one front on which the Depart- 
ment of Labor and state agencies hope to 
attack the problem. Experiments have 
shown that even the “hardest” cases can be 
placed with time and effort. The stiffest 
barriers can be broken down. 

In one case, a state agency responded 
to a bank’s request for a young, pretty re- 
ceptionist by sending a 67-year-old former 
character actor. The bank stood on its age 
rule at first, but officials weakened under 
the charm of the man’s personality. 


Suggestions, Not Orders 


The Department of Labor also has 
called for offensives on other fronts: bet- 
ter analysis of the older workers’ produc- 
tion records, a complete study of pensions, 
more protection for older job applicants in 
union agreements, an up-to-date listing of 
good hiring practice and a special pro- 
gram on women’s problems. 

Secretary of Labor James P. Mitchell 
has pointed out, however, that his depart- 


ment can only educate and suggest, not 


order. So far, many state agencies claim, 
such an approach has not helped to lower 
the barriers. Most needed, they say, is a 
community-wide attack by management, 
labor and the public. 

PARADE, in its survey, reached the 
same conclusion. One of the first prab- 
lems, reporters found, is to bring. the 
whole prejudice into the open. Practiced 
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widely by large companies, to a lesser ex- 
tent by small ones, it is practiced by none 
— publicly. Yet almost all personnel men 
interviewed admitted the company pre- 
judice privately. 

Several firms claimed they had no age 
limits at all — but close scrutiny showed 
this applied only to executives or highly 
skilled workers. In fact, one firm checked 
had just hired, proudly, a skilled tool and 
die maker aged 84. 

Another firm reversed the usual pro- 
cedure. Openly, it announced age limits; 
privately, it hired new employes “on their 
merits.” Confessed the employment man- 
ager: “If we didn’t do it this way, we'd be 
swamped with old folks looking for jobs.” 

This has not, however, been the experi- 
ence of companies like Bell & Howell, 
Hotpoint Appliances or the Electro-Mo- 
tive division of General Motors, all of 
which generally ignore age in hiring. 

Bell & Howell's policy does not date 
from the labor shortage in its area (Chica- 
go). The firm already was noted for its 
policy of hiring handicapped persons. “It's 
just good business,” says William L. John- 
son, a vice-president, “Any slowing of

speed is more than compensated by added 
experience, judgment and higher quality 
of work.” 

At Electro-Motive, in LaGrange, IIL., 
Sam Rash, 47, finally found a haven after 
floundering from temporary job to tempo- 
rary job around his home town of Mt. 
Vernon, Ill., since 1953. He had followed 
up lead after lead, only to be told each 


time that he was too old. 
The Bills Linger On’ 


Meanwhile, the family tried to live on 
$27 a week unemployment compensation. 
Occasionally Sam would find a few weeks’ 
work as a construction laborer at $1.85 
an hour. His money was carefully parceled 
out to stores where they had run up bills, 
as Sam roamed over half of southern II- 
linois looking for work. (Even today, part 
of his pay goes toward these back bills. ) 

Sam Rash is a tight-lipped type and he 
“just couldn't bring myself to make a 
fuss.” Still, he says, “things was getting 
kind of desperate.” Sometimes, piteously, 
he would say to his wife, “Do you think 
I’m too old?” When he finally was hired 
by Electro-Motive, Mrs. Rash was more 
happy about the change in Sam than the 
increase in income. 

The bright spot around Sam Rash, how- 
ever, is one of very few. And, worst of 
all, the future is even more gloomy. As a 
nation, the U.S. is growing older. Today, 
33 million persons are in the 45-to-64 age 
group. By 1975 there will be 64 million 
— half the adult population. 

“We'll have to make use of our mature 
people or we may wind up having a large 
segment of the population living off the 
rest of the citizens,” says Secretary 
Mitchell. “We are constantly meeting with 
industry and labor on this problem. We're 
trying to convince industry that they'll 
have to change their personnel practices. 
It has to be done voluntarily, but it has to 
be done.” 

Perhaps Sam Rash, a silent man who 
still bears the scars of prejudice, sums it 
up best. “They ought to allow a man to 
work and support himself and his family 
until he’s 65 at least,” Sam says. “We 
don’t want any charity. All any of us men 
they call ‘too old’ want is a chance — the 
same chance as anybody else.” - 2

INTRIGUE at Buckingham Palace 


Exclusive: the story behind the Elizabeth-Philip headlines 


by PATRICK DALTON 


LONDON. 
Last month the headlines screamed of domestic dis- 
cord in the British royal family. All was not well, 
they cried, between Queen Elizabeth, 30, and her 
husband, Prince Philip, 35. Supposedly the Duke 
of Edinburgh had been shunted off on a four-month 
Empire trip because he’d been “playing around.” 
Other women, fashion models, indiscreet Thursday 
luncheons were mentioned. 
None of these stories was true. 
Who then spread them and why? The answers 
reveal perhaps the No. I story in Great Britain today, 


a story of palace intrigue and of ‘conflict between 
men who represent the old England and the new. 

Philip is determined to bring the British monarchy 
to the people. Already Prince Charles, heir to the 
throne, has been enrolled in a boys’ school instead 
of being taught by private tutors. The Duke wants to 
reduce palace protocol to a minimum and to employ 
World War II heroes from middle-class homes. His 
whole approach, in short, is democratic. 

The old palace guard, however, the conservative 
advisers of Buckingham, are dead-set against him. 
They feel strongly that familiarity, too much ex- 


posure of the royal family, breeds lack of respect. 
Queen Elizabeth is caught in the middle. 

Next month, for example, Elizabeth and Philip 
are scheduled to make a state visit to Paris. But the 
Duke and Duchess of Windsor, leading figures in 
the British colony in Paris, will not be there to greet 
them. Why? They have been told their presence 
would prove embarrassing to the Queen of England. 

Philip considers this ridiculous. He cannot under- 
stand why the Duchess of Windsor has never been 
invited to Buckingham Palace. It is believed the 
Queen feels similarly, that she has no hard feelings

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toward her uncle or his Duchess. But her advisers 
do. They hold that the royal household should make 
no contact with divorced persons. 

The same advisers prevailed on the Queen to send 
Peter Townsend away when that divorced hero of 
the RAF fell in love with Princess Margaret and she 
with him. They also put pressure on the Queen to 
prompt the recent resignation of Lieut. Comdr. 
Michael Parker, private secretary to the Duke of 
Edinburgh, when they learned that Mrs. Parker was 
about to sue for divorce. 

It is known that Philip rebelled at this move. 
Parker and his wife had been separated for a year. 
Why could the Duke of Edinburgh employ a secretary 
who was separated but not one who was divorced? 

The Duke and Parker (an Australian one year his 
senior) are close friends. In World War II they 
served on sister ships and had some rollicking times 
together. Before Philip married Elizabeth, he made 
sure to have Parker at his stag party. 

When Philip later requested Parker as his equerry, 
the old guard at Buckingham Palace fumed. They 
referred to Parker as “that boisterious colonial.” But 
Philip insisted, and the appointment worked. Parker 
not only was competent, industrious and trustworthy, 
but he provided companionship on those long, tire- 
some Empire trips. 


A Resignation — and a Leak 


Parker has two children, but his royal duties let 
him see precious little of them. Last year, when he 
returned to London after the Nigerian tour, his wife 
said there was no fun in being married to a man who 


was away most of the time. Parker explained it was © 


in the nature of the job. But this February Mrs. 
Parker began seeing a lawyer. That let the old guard 
bring pressure on the Queen to force Parker's 
resignation. 

The old guard knew, meanwhile, that the Duke 
would not take this lying down. To quell his rebel- 
lion and place him on the defensive, word was let 
out — via the upper servants at Buckingham — that 
the Queen disapproved of Philip’s “Bohemian” ways. 
The story was leaked first to a reporter from a Balti- 
more paper and later embellished by others. 

This bit of intrigue bluntly reminded both Duke 
and Queen how matters stand. Philip remains de- 
termined, however, not to submit to such pressures. 
While he is good-natured, he also is stubborn. Queen 
Elizabeth, more conservative than her husband, is 
well aware of the pledge she gave the people of the 
Commonwealth when she was 21: “My whole life 
... Shall be devoted to your service and the great 
imperial family to which we all belong.” Apparently 
she now has reached a critical point where her palace 
advisers are counseling her to go in one direction 
and the man she loves in another. Which side will 
win remains to be seen, but so far the old guard 
is ahead. £

Greatness aside, Sophia Loren cer- 
tainly is on ‘her way to popularity. Al- 
ready she is getting the No. 1 build-up. 
“The most fabulous beauty since Venus 
de Milo... An actress whose favorite 
pastime is remeving her clothes — all 
her clothes — and dancing for hours 
...An Italian goddess” — these are 
just a few of the fictions dreamed up 
by the press agents. 

The truth about Sophia Loren is that 
she’s a large, well-turned girl with a 
smattering of English and a stronghold 
of sex appeal. She comes on the Holly- 
wood scene at a time when there are no 
sexy dramatic actresses, only sexy 
comediennes like Jayne Mansfield, 
Anita Ekberg and Marilyn Monroe. 

Moreover, she boasts a slanty-eyed, 
exotic face and the kind of scenic- 
railway figure that causes crises in 
men’s vocabularies. They just look at 
her and stare. 

It was not always so. As a child of 
disputed parentage in Naples, Sophia 
aroused little more than pity. Hardly 
ever did she have enough to eat. With 
her mother and a younger sister, Maria, 
she lived in the slums of Pozzuoli.

CHICAGO. 
If you saw Detective Sgt. Joseph Tye loit- 
ering on a corner in the heart of the Loop, 
where this city’s wholesale-jewelry center 
is located, you'd call him just another 
passerby in a blue coat and a gray felt hat. 
Actually, Tye “loiters” with a purpose. As 
head of Chicago's crack Jewelry Detail, 
he is watching for the nation’s slickest 
criminals: jewel thieves. 

Silver-haired, bespectacled, a _ police 
veteran of 16 years, Tye knows what he is 
up against. As just a sample, he tells how 
a salesman was driving down a street here 
recently when the lid of his trunk com- 
partment popped open. Investigating, he 
found that he had been robbed of $10,000 
worth of jewelry. Explains Tye: “A half- 
block before, he had stopped for a red 
light. Thieves unlocked his trunk with a 
skeleton key, took several cases full of 
gems, closed the trunk and walked off — 
all before the light changed!” 


Today such commando-like raids are a 
growing headache to law-enforcement 
agencies throughout the country. An esti- 
mated 2,000 professional thieves now are 
active, chiefly in bigger cities and such 
resorts as Miami and Las Vegas. Thieves 
have taken roughly $100,000,000 in 
jewels from homes, hotels, offices and 
gem wholesalers, retailers and salesmen 
in the past 10 years. Last year alone they 
hauled in some $12 million worth, and 
this year is expected to be worse. Even the 
FBI now is quietly investigating large gem 
thefts. 

Salesmen, obviously, are prime targets 
for jewel thieves. Perhaps you read, a few 
months ago, of the New Yorker who was 
relieved of $600,000 worth of cut dia- 
monds and emeralds in Burbank, Calif. 
According to police, two bandits took the 
same westbound plane he did, got off 
when he did, then robbed him. 

Faced with such brazen determination 


Sergeant Tye and his five plainclothesmen 
— they make up the only squad of its kind 
in the U.S. — follow a special system. 
Besides patrolling Chicago's wholesale 
and retail jewelry centers, they personally 
protect every salesman who gives them ad- 
vance notice. One or more detectives will 
meet the salesman at a downtown vault to 
which he already has expressed up to 
$100,000 or so in gems. Thereafter, as he 
makes his rounds, he is convoyed hy car 
or on foot until protection no longer is 
needed. 

Tye and his men are acquainted with 
Chicago’s 35 known jewel thieves. As a 
result of their watchfulness, no salesman 
has been robbed while under police escort 
in the Jewelry Detail’s 27-year history.-All 
told, salesmen throughout Chicago were 
taken for only $47,000 worth of gems 
last year—-down from $105,000 in 
1955. Tye hopes, with reason, that this 
year will see a further drop.

JEWEL THIEVES continued 


In classic cases, 


thieves show 


brazen cunning 


Once a salesman leaves Chicago, of 
course, he becomes fair game. Tye recalls 
how one pair of crooks got their man: by 
trailing him from here to Utah in a chauf- 
feur-driven car. 

Regardless of locale, jewel thieves re- 
main the hardest of all crooks to catch. 
This is Tye’s opinion, and it is echoed. by 
gem-theft investigators across the nation. 
One reason is that the real pros usually 
have only two things in common: 1) They 
rarely carry guns, relying instead on their 
ability to talk themselves out of any situa- 
tion; and 2) Their bravado is virtually 
boundless. 

« When Tye and his men are shooting 


the breeze in police headquarters, the talk ~ 


often veers to some of the nation’s classic 


jewel robbers. There was Joe Ireland, for 
example, who hauled in $300,000 in two 
years and who recently was returned to his 
native Canada after a stay in a U.S. jail. 


The Clerk Wasn't Looking 


Dark-haired, handsome, a neat dresser, 
Ireland at 41 looks every inch the gentle- 
man. One bright afternoon he entered a 
fashionable New York jeweler’s, ducked 
behind the counter nearest the door and 
rapidly took’$16,000 worth of rings. This 
stunt was remarkable because a clerk was 
standing, back turned, only a few feet 
away. As Ireland rose, the clerk spotted 
him. Ireland calmly held out a pack of 
cigarettes — just the thing a gentleman 
might have been picking up from the floor. 

“T'm looking fora ring for my wife,” he 
said, moving toward another counter with 
the clerk in tow. A few. minutes later 
Ireland announced that he saw nothing 
he liked, but would return the following 
day. And out of sheer bravado he did. The 
same clerk met him. “You probably won't 
believe this,” he told Ireland innocently, 
“but we were robbed yesterday of a whole 
tray of rings” —- and he pointed to the 
empty jewel case. 

“Impossible!” exclaimed Ireland. Re- 
maining on the customer's side of the 
counter, he showed the clerk that nobody 
could possibly reach over it.. The clerk 
was still shaking his head in puzzlement 
as Ireland walked out of the store. 

Another time, Ireland entered the lobby 


of New York’s Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
went up to the jewelry showcase with a 
specially made key and methodically took 
$64,000 worth of gems— all while 
dozens of delegates to an American Bar 
Association meeting and their wives were 
promenading through the lobby. Ireland 
finally was caught one night before a 
jewelry-store window, pulling necklaces 
and rings through a hole he had cut in 
the glass. A policeman, standing across 
the street, noticed this weird spectacle 
and moved in. 

Like Joe Ireland, most jewel thieves 
tend to specialize. Consider Lawrence 
Liebson, whose target was the houses and 
apartments of the well-to-do. 

Now 54, stocky and slightly balding, 
Liebson posed as a playwright and Holly- 
wood producer. In this guise he “cased” 
the places he intended to rob by a dis- 
armingly simple device. A smooth talker 
and excellent bridge player, he was able 
to join some of New York's fanciest clubs; 
there he would meet his unsuspecting vic- 
tims and, in casual conversation, learn 
where they kept their jewels and when 
they would be away from home. He even 
went so far, authorities report, as to bring 
his “fence” with him to bridge games. The 
latter, posing as a legitimate jeweler, 
would appraise rings and necklaces as 
Liebson listened. 

This slick con man-burglar finally was 
caught through a misunderstanding. Be- 
lieving the family would be at the beach,

he slipped into a home in Deal, N.J. Un- 
fortunately, the man of the house was 
there, shaving. Upshot: Liebson recently 
got a five-to-seven-year prison sentence. 

Actually, most professional jewel 
thieves eventually do get nabbed. As their 
features and methods become more fa- 
miliar, the police find it easier to track 
them down. There also are underworld 
informants, one of whom recently tipped 
off the law that two operators named 
Harry Sitamore and Ted Rhinehart 
planned to attend the opening of the 
plush, $17 million Americana Hotel at 
Miami Beach. Arrested, the pair report- 
edly had master keys to every room in the 
hotel (including executive offices), ob- 
tained by stealing locks while the building 
was under construction. 

Another problem for jewel thieves is 
that they rarely receive more than one- 
tenth of market value for stolen gems. 
(These normally are removed from their 
settings, and large stones broken up so 
that they no longer are identifiable. Thus 
only about 10 per cent of stolen jewelry 
ever is recovered.) Despite all hazards 
and drawbacks, however, precious stones 
retain a cobra-like fascination for some 
members of the U.S. underworld. 

And the public remains an easy prey — 
largely because of carelessness. “The best 
answer to this kind of crime,” says Ser- 
geant Tye, who should know, “is to pre- 
vent it from taking place. That's always 
been true — and it’s still true in 1957.” B

3 Do lock all means of entry when going 
out. If overnight, leave a light burning. 
4 Don’t let telltale signs pile up — mail, 
milk, etc. — when on vacation. Ask po- 
lice to check your home periodically. 

5 Do place valuables in the hotel strong- 
box when at a hotel. Or at least be sure 
your room is locked at all times. 

6 Do buy jewelry carefully. Be sure it has 
a scratch mark for identification if stolen. 
And know your jeweler: almost all are 
honest, but a few deal in stolen goods. If 
in doubt, check your local Better Business 
Bureau or Chamber of Commerce.

_ WASHINGTON, D.c. 
Should the White House ever get an overdose of summer 
sun, the emergency order stands ready: Save the trees 
and let the lawn burn. So decrees White House gardener 
Robert Redmond, the husky redhead who looks after 
the nation’s No. 1 estate 

Red, as he’s inevitably called, is responsible for the 
12-acre sweep of greenery at 1600 Pennsylvania Ave. 
An outdoor executive as capable. in a business suit as 
he is in overalls, he supervises a 15-man crew with 
chores ranging from planting 10,000 tulip bulbs each 
fall to returning Ike's stray golf balls. 

“It’s easier to replace grass than trees,” Red explains 
his Save-the-Trees policy. “Often we'll water a big tree 
for 24 hours at a stretch.” All 393 White House trees 
are labeled (by order of Harry Truman, who liked to 
know what trees he strolled under). Some are irreplace- 
able, like John Quincy Adams’ elm on the back lawn 
and a giant magnolia planted by Andrew Jackson. 

Red seeds and fertilizes all 12 acres both spring and 
fall. He cuts the grass short so the seeds work down into 
the soil, then spreads on a mixture of blue grass, fescue 
and red top. . 

This rich diet attracts pigeons, which must be treated 
tactfully to avoid antagonizing the nation’s bird lovers. 
Although the pigeons “eat the grass seed almost as fast 
as we can sow it,” Red has no intention of stirring up 
the kind of storm that broke loose in 1955 when his 
men tried to exile squirrels from the White House lawn. 
President Eisenhower had objected to the squirrels’ 
burying acorns on his putting green, but hastily with- 
drew his complaint after a public outcry. 

Incidentally, it never has been printed before that last 
summer a worker spotted a fist-sized metal object on the 
front lawn. It proved to be a hand grenade — unexploded. 
The Secret Service blames an unknown prankster. 

Eisenhower takes personal pride in the White House 
grounds, frequently strolls out to discuss gardening with 
the men. He’s made one change — a trimming down of 
the Rose Garden outside his office. He needed more 
room to accommodate large delegations crowding into 
the garden for traditional pictures with the President. 

Redmond, in his 50s, practically has grown up on 
the White House grounds. He started work here 33 
years ago, when Warren G. Harding was President. 
His worst problem? Herbert Hoover's wolfhound, which 
loved digging up flower beds. 

Besides his outside duties, Red has one inside chore 
— arranging all floral decorations in the White House. 
When the day’s supply arrives from a wholesale florist. 
Red makes up the necessary bouquets. For the famous 
White House rooms, he follows this formula: yellow 
flowers for the Blue Room, white for the Red Room, 
pink for the Green Room, practically anything at all 
for the gold-colored East Room. 

Redmond's big objective? “To keep the White House 
looking as pretty as its picture postcards.”

Top basketball coaches pick Parade’s 195%: 


‘All-American

Basketball experts across the nation now 
are busily jotting down their All-American 
college teams. But on this page is the only 
All-American of its kind: parape’s All- 
American high-school basketball team. 

No one person could pick such a team; 
there are just too many crack high-school 
players. But by polling more than a hun- 
dred coaches — in high schools, colleges 
and the National Basketball Association 
— I have collected the 15 boys that these 
coaches hail as tomorrow's college stars. 

The first five (above) will appear in 
person on the Steve Allen television show 
on Sunday, April 7 CNBC-TV, 8 p.m. 
EST) to show the nation just how good 
they are. 

A rundown on the team, split into three 
squads on the basis of coaches’ reports: 
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high-school team 


FIRST SQUAD: Terry Bethel, 6'7” senior 
from Collinsville, Ill., High School, is av- 
eraging 27 points a game. ‘Says Ben 
Kerner, owner of the St. Louis Hawks: 
“Bethel has all the moves to play right now 
in the NBA. After college ...he can’t 
miss making it big.” 

Tom Meschery, 6'S” senior from Lowell 
High in San Francisco, has been racking 
up 20 points a game in an area which 
stresses defense. Says California Univer- 
sity Coach Pete Newell: “Meschery is 
very quick...He jumps well, drives 
either way and has an exceptionally fine 
set shot.” 

Jerry Lucas, 6’9” junior and only 16, 
from Middletown, Ohio, High, is the baby 
of the squad. He’s been averaging 34 
points a game (see caption above). 


Al Butler, 6’2” senior from East High 
School in Rochester, N.Y., gets most of 
his 33 points a game with a one-handed 
jump. A local coach says Butler makes less 
mistakes in ball handling than many of 
the pros on the Rochester Royals. | 

Tony Jackson, 6’4” senior from Thomas 
Jefferson in Brooklyn, N.Y., has been 
socking in about 30 points a game. Ex- 
NBA coach Joe Lapchick, now with St. 
John’s U., predicts a “brilliant” future 
for Jackson. 


SECOND SQUAD: Charles Brandt, for- 
ward, a 6’7” senior from Elgin, Ill., High 
School, has been clicking for around 35 
points a game. 

Tom Stith, forward, 6’'5” senior from 
St. Francis Prep in Brooklyn, N.Y., is one 
of only two New York City boys to score 
more than 2,000 points in high school. 
In one game recently he whisked in 51. 

Bill McGill, center, a 6'11” junior from 
Jefferson High School in Los Angeles, has 
been playing only half games (due to run- 
away scores ), nevertheless sinks 24 points 
a game. Says coach Johnny Wooden of 
UCLA: “There hasn’t been his equal in 
my years here.” 

John Tidwell, guard, a 6'4” senior 
from Herrin Township, Ill., High School, 
has been netting 55 per cent of his shots 
while holding his opposing players to 8 
points a game. 

John Egan, guard, a 6’ senior from 
Weaver High in Hartford, Conn.., is called 
by NBA ace Bob Cousy “the best back- 
court man I have ever seen in high-school 


ball.” 


THIRD SQUAD: Bobby Lee Slusher, for- 
ward, 6’5” senior from Lone Jack High 
School in Four Miles, Ky., hit for 83 in 
one game this season. 

Johnny Kelso, forward, 6'4” junior 
from Central High in Fort Wayne, Ind., 
scores 21 a game, is a glue-fingered re- 
bounder. 

Bjarne Jensen, center, 69” senior from 
Franklin High in Portland, Ore., is called 
by Oregon State coach A. T. Gill “the 
Northwest's best high-school player ever.” 

Kay McFarland, guard, 63” senior 
from Englewood, Colo., High School, is 
tabbed the best all-around athlete in the 
State. 

Bob Heffner, guard, 6'4” senior from 
Allentown, Pa., High School, has been 
clicking for 27 points a game. 

Speaking of these boys, the coaches 
add: Any one of the 15 could, in a few 
years, be America’s greatest player.

THE STORY OF A UNIQUE 
INTERNATIONAL MARRIAGE... 


New Jersey girl 
meets Tokyo boy

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TOKYO. 
According to the U.S. Embassy here, ap- 
proximately 25,000 American service- 
men have married Japanese girls since 
World War Il. Meanwhile, only two 
American girls of white parentage have 
married Japanese men here. One of these 
is Gail Peters, 27, a tall, shapely, attractive 
swimming champion from Trenton, N.J. 

Two years ago, Gail, a civilian worker 
in the Department of the Army in Tokyo, 
Was married to Johnny Hayasaka, 27, a 
public-relations man for Japan Air Lines. 
Today, despite frantic warnings by friends 
on both sides that it couldn't possibly en- 
dure, the Hayasaka marriage is extremely 
successful. Johnny and Gail have a daugh- _ 
ter, Mavis, now 15 months old, plan on 
several more children and declare that 
“an international marriage” is no different 
from any other. 


“Sure, it takes a lot of adjustment,” 
Gail Hayasaka concedes. “But what mar- 
riage doesn’t? Besides, I like the Japanese 
way of life. It’s simple and uncomplicated. 

“We have no beds and sleep on bedding 
laid out on mats. We have very little furni- 
ture, just a table, a TV set and a few book- 
shelves. The bookcase is arranged accord- 
ing to orthodox Japanese custom: Johnny's 
books are on top and mine on bottom. 

“I go to work every morning — I'm a 
draftsman — and my mother-in-law looks 
after the baby and the house. 

“I know that many of my girl friends 
back in Trenton and Washington would 
be shocked at my setup, but this marriage 
works. The reason is that Johnny and 1 
are very much in love. Sure, I do things ! 
was never brought up to do, like bow be- 
fore relatives and wear a kimono and eat 
raw fish. But Johnny treats me as an equal, 


something no Japanese man is ever sup- 
posed to do for his wife.” 

Back in 1954 Gail was a draftsman 
trainee in Washington, D.C. She also was 
a top swimmer, representing the Walter 
Reed Swimming Club. In the latter ca- 
pacity she was invited to compete against 
a Japanese team in Honolulu. There she 
grew friendly with her opponents, and 
when presently they invited her to try her 
speed and skill against them in Tokyo, 
she promptly accepted. She also quit her 
job, and landed a draftsman’s berth in the 
military intelligence section of Camp 
Drake. 

“Swimming has always been the grand 
passion of my life,” Gail says. “One day I 
read in the papers that the Japanese team 
was going to Manila for a meet, and I 
thought it would be great if I could pro- 
mote an invitation for myself.” 

Seeking information, she visited the 
Tokyo daily, Mainichi. There she was re- 
ferred to Johnny Hayasaka, a tall, thin, 
cheerful sportswriter who had been an 
exchange student at Indiana University. 
He said sure, he could put Gail in touch 
with the people who were running the 
Manila meet. But first would she care for 
a bit of sake in a tea house down the street? 

That's how it started. Soon, Gail and 
Johnny began spending all their spare 
time together, growing autobiographical 
in the process, Gail told Johnny how her 
parents had gotten divorced in Trenton 
when she was 6 months old, how she'd 
never seen her father (now an architect ) 
until she was 18. She explained that her 
mother had worked as a stenographer to 
support her and put her through junior 
college. “I'm pretty much alone in the 
world,” she pointed out. “I’m a free soul.” 


Strolling the Ginza 


Johnny in turn revealed that he was the 
son of a retired Navy officer who had died 


just before Pearl Harbor. His youth, he . 


explained, had been one of labor and sor- 
row, divided between school and making 
torpedoes in an ordnance factory. After 
the war he obtained an exchange fellow- 
ship to the States. Now he was back. 
Gradually Johnny introduced Gail to a 
Tokyo few Westerners ever get to see. He 
pointed out and explained to her all the 
different types of Japanese. At night he 
took her for Ginbura, which means stroll- 
ing on the Ginza, Tokyo's Broadway. If 
that thoroughfare was too crowded, he 
would sidetrack her down narrow lanes 
and alleys, perhaps to a tiny restaurant 
for tempura, broiled sparrow and quail 
eggs with a glass of beer. or a cup of sake. 
Then they might go dancing or simply sit 
and talk in a mat-floored tea house. And 
on week ends they would visit the old book 
stores of Kanda, or Ueno Park with its fa- 


mous “pond of forgetfulness,” or Asakusa, 


the Coney Island-type section of Tokyo. 

To Gail all of this was new, exotic and 
fascinating. Compared to the other Amer- 
ican girls she worked with, she was really 
living. Johnny's friends regarded her as’ 
someone special. The Japanese swimmers, 
alongside whom she raced every few 
nights, looked on her with awe. as that 
rare creature, a girl who could outrace a 
man. It was an intoxicating, ego-building 
courtship for Gail, and it wasn't very long 
before she found herself deeply in love 
with the boy responsible for it all. 

“When I looked back,” she says, “on 
the kind of dull, lonely life I'd led in 
Washington, one among thousands and 
thousands of Government girls, Tokyo 
seemed like a dream world to me. Instead” 
of being lonely, I had a fellow who was 
crazy about me. The more I saw of him 
and Japanese life, the more I said to my- 
self, “This is for you.’ ” 


Meeting Ena-San 


Presently Johnny invited Gail home to 
meet his mother. Like many Japanese 
matriarchs, Ena-san ruled her house with 
an iron hand. In Nipponese homes, a 
daughter-in-law traditionally is treated as 
little more than a child-bearing domestic. 
She moves into her husband’s home, does” 
the bidding of his mother, obeys her every ~ 
whim. She gains no stature until she be- 
comes a mother-in-law in her own right. 

After Johnny's mother met Gail Peters, 
she said to her son, “I hope you are, not 
serious about the American girl. She is 
not for you.” 

Johnny said nothing. The truth was that 
he had already proposed to and been ac- 
cepted by Gail. “I had even written Gail’s 
mother in Trenton,” he remembers, “ask- 
ing her if she objected to an international

marriage. She said whatever Gail wanted 
was okay with her.” 

Gail and Johnny planned to get mar- 
ried right away, but that proved impos- 
sible. Even though Gail was an American 
citizen and a civilian, she was attached to 
the Army in Japan and everything had 
to go through military channels. As a re- 
sult, more than five months passed — dur- 
ing which everyone and his brother tried 
to dissuade them. 

First there was the Army chaplain in 
Tokyo. He lectured Gail on the difference 
between true love and flash infatuation. 
Failing in this approach, he interviewed 
Hayasaka and then told Gail he suspected 
that Johnny was an agnostic. 


Nothing for the Boys 


Next came Gail’s commanding officer. 
He placed the whole affair on a national- 
istic basis, implying that Gail was being 
disloyal to thousands of red-blooded Amer- 
ican boys back home. He tried to convince 
her that she was marrying beneath her 
level. When she raised the subject of GI's 
marrying Japanese girls by the thousands, 
he said that was a different matter. 

Even one of Gail's closest friends, a 
Japanese fellow-worker, offered a gloomy 
prediction: “It will never work. Both of 
you will be caught in the middle. The 
Japanese will never accept you, and the 
Americans will never accept Johnny. If 
vou have any children, they will be half- 
castes, welcome nowhere.” 


STROLLING together down a Tokyo street, the Hayasakas (left) strike only 


a moderate contrast with the half-Eastern, half-Western Japanese beside them. 


All these drastic forebodings served 
only to heighten the couple’s resolve. As 
soon as permission arrived from Wash- 


ington, Gail and Johnny were married by 


a U.S. consular official. Gail moved into 
Johnny’s house, where her mother-in-law 
accepted her — with restraint. About that 
time Johnny got his present job. 

The Japanese are an exceedingly polite 
people, and none of Johnny’s relatives 
showed surprise on meeting his Western 
wife. Gail's swimming friends also gath- 
ered at the Hayasaka residence. Not many 
Américans came, however. In fact, not 
too- many come now. At Gail's office she is 
regarded variously as a curious, coura- 
geous and misguided young woman. 

Once their baby was born, Ena-san 
took over and Gail returned to work. Grad- 
ually her mother-in-law came to love Gail 
— thanks in large part to Johnny's pa- 
tient, understanding diplomacy. _ 

“I explained to my mother over and 
over again,” he says, “that the old Japan 
was finished, that the world she knew 
would never come again. I told her that 


_the Americans were in Japan to stay. I 


pointed out what a wonderful person Gail 
was, how she had made so many adjust- 
ments to the Japanese way of life with- 
out a single complaint. I told my mother 
that she would have to adjust, too. 

“I pointed out that Gail earned $70 a 
week. My salary for a whole month is only 
$40. I reminded my mother of all the 
things Gail brought home from the PX 


and the commissary. Gail also gets a hous- 
ing allowance of $40 a month. Our rent 
alone is $70 a month. 

“Eventually Mother saw the light. 
Today she and Gail are closer than two 
peas in a pod.” 

What happens when our armed forces 
pull out of Japan and Gail no longer has 
a GI job? That's a question the Hayasakas 
think about a great deal nowadays. Gail 
says she doesn’t know the answer, but she’s 
trying to get ready — for example, by 
studving Japanese at night school. 

“Perhaps I can land another job if we 
decide to stay here,” she says. “The best 
thing, though, would be for us to go to 
Hawaii. I'm not kidding myself and 
neither is Johnny. It would be nice to go 
back to the States—— but there are so 
many places where Johnny wouldn't be 
accepted, where they wouldn't rent us an 
apartment or a house. 

“If the airline would only transfer him 
to Honolulu and increase his salary, I'm 
sure I could get a job there. James Mich- 
ener is married to a Japanese girl and 
lives there. Several Japanese in the Islands 
have white wives, and no one thinks any- 
thing about it. Hawaii would be the best 
place in the world to raise a family.” 


Happy Domesticity 


Meanwhile, Gail and Johnny go to their 
jobs each morning like any typical Ameri- 
can couple. Toward evening, Gail and her 
mother-in-law frequently take Mavis with 
them while they shop for supper. Gail 
usually points out what she wants and 
Ena-san does the bargaining. Ena-san also 
does most of the cooking. 

Because of Gail's night classes and her 
love of swimming — she works out at 
least three nights a week —— the Hayasakas 
lead a fairly quiet social life. Now that 
they have a television set, they like best to 
stay home, watch old American movies 
and play with the baby. 

If Gail misses New Jersey, she never 
says so. “A wife’s place,” she maintains, 
“is beside her husband. Wherever Johnny 
is you'll find me and the baby. Our mar- 
riage is built on love. I never had much 
family to begin with. And this is all I 
have now. I don’t intend to give it up — 
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“Now here's what to do.. .”
